Summary of Yetos from the Far East. 
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JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

The P. and O. mail delivered this morning brings advices from 
Yokohama to Oct. 24. The outward mail of Aug. 27 was received on 
Oct. 19. The following summary’ of news is from the Japan 
Times:— 


The most noteworthy event of the period since we last ad- 
dressed our readers has been the signature of the Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation between the Austro-Hungarian Monarch 
and the Empire of Japan. This was concluded at Yedo on the 18 
Oct., the anniversary, oddly enough, of the Expedition’s depar- 
ture from the port of Trieste. The conditions, with certain ne- 
cessary transpositions and modifications, are those of the North 
German Confederation Treaty recently made, the changes being 
of a beneficial character, as giving to the document a more com- 
prehensive and logical form. Indeed, it is the most complete of 
the many similar contracts with Japan, and may well be takenas a 
text in future discussion on our treaty relations with the country. 

Two days before the Treaty was signed the Mikado received 
the Embassy in his palace, and the reception, we are told by an 
eye-witness, was most cordial and satisfactory. The envoy of his 
Imperial and Royal Majesty, Baron Von Petz, presented his letters 
of credence, accompanied by his suite, the captains of the Donaw 
and Erzherzog Friedrich, Flag-Captain Von Wipplinger, and Cap- 
tain Von Pitner, Dr. Scherzer, Chief Commissioner for the com- 
mercial and scientific department, Herr Henry von Calice, the 
Consul-General and Chargé d’ Affaires ad interim for Japan, Baron 
Herbert, Counsellor of Legation, Baron Trautenberg, Secretary of 
Legation, and Baron Ransonnet, Attaché. Alexander von Siebold, 
Esq., Japanese Secretary and Interpreter of the British Legation, 
accompanied the Envoy, and was also presented to the Mikado. 
His Imperial Majesty received the Embassy in the audience hall 


‘| of the castle of Yedo, surrounded by his Ministers and the high 


dignitaries of the Japanese Empire. On Admiral von Petz de- 
livering his credentials, the Mikado said a few courteous words, 
expressive of pleasure at receiving the Embassy, and handed toa 
native interpreter a paper containing a more formal reply, to 
which a translation in English was attached. This concluded the 
interview, 

The Mikado’s plenipotentiaries, who signed the Treaty on his 
behalf, were Sawa Jiusan Kiyowara Nobuyoshi and Terashima 
Jiu-shi-i-Fujiwara Munenori. 

On the same day the presents brought by the Embassy to the 
Mikado were displayed in a room adjoining the audience hall, and 
delivered to the officers appointed to receive them. They are in 
great variety, and of very considerable value. Conspicuous among 
them are a marble statue, life size, of the Emperor and King, by 
Caur, an Austrian sculptor of eminence ; a splendid piano, by the 
famous Bosendorfer, of Viennas Hungarian harness and richly 
ornamented shabraks, and some sixty beautifully printed volumes 
from the Imperial press, on scientific subjects. The statue excited 
great admiration and wonder. The Minister for Foreign Affairs 
sent to the admiral a special letter, thanking him for the presents 
generally, and stating that he had been directed to take special 
charge of the statue and preserve it for time everlasting, as ay 
Imperial treasure, and a token of the special sympathy and friend- 
ship of the Emperor of Austria. The piano was also particularly 
admired, and the Mikado having expressed his desire to hear its 
music, Baron Ransonnet, attaché of the Mission, a first-rate ama- 
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teur, played several pieces on it, giving specimens of various 
achools of music, before a number of the high dignitaries of the 
Court, the Mikado himself listening behind a screen and re- 

eatediy expressing his delight. 1t is interesting to know that 
Ris Imperial Majesty picked out a piece of Chopin’s, “Onthe 
Piazetta”’ and an Austrian Polka, for special commendation. The 
piano is intended as a present to his young consort, who is expec- 
ted to join him shortly in Yedo. His Majesty has expressed a 
wish that instruction in piano-forte playing should be given to a 
Japanese official musician, who will, presumably, be hereafter the 
Empress’s teacher ; but there is no royal raad to proficiency in art, 
and we fear it will be long before her Majesty will be enxbled 
to delight her august spouse with the strains of his favourite 
composer. 

The most useful of the gifts, the books, are intended for the 
Library of the Japanese Institute for Foreign Sciences, a full- 
titled establishment, which has already made good progress to- 
wards teaching a large number of young Japanese of good family 
the languages in which a knowledge of these sciences lies at pre- 
sent hiddcn from them. The solid value of this present is, we 
are told, as fully appreciated as the beauty of those of a more 
ornamental character. Some of the books, works on medicine 
and surgery, hive gone to the Japanese Hospital, together with 
some survical instruments and scientific apparatus. 

A dinner party followed, given by Admiral von Petz at his Lega- 
tion, the former residence of the English Embassy, at which were 
present, besides Sawa and Terashima, the two Japanese Plenipo- 
tentiaries, the Prime Minister, Sanjo Udaijin, and an uncle of the 
Mikado, Nin waji Hiobu Kio no miya. 

On the day after the Treaty was signed, an autograph letter, the 
first which the Mikado hasever written to a foreign sovereign, was 
received by the Envoy to be forwarded to the Emperor. In it he 
expresses his particular satisfaction at having at length concluded 
a treaty with a power like Austria, ewhose principal object is the 
development of commerce. 

The Japanese Government has at last stopped the installation of 
merchant consuls. ‘The Austrian Envoy made no objection when 
the point was raised ; in fact, would probably have suggested it, 
had he not been anticipated by the request of the Japanese Go- 
vernment. It is well the point was raised ; indeed, this tardy accept- 
ance of the advice which some foreign ministers and some foreign 
journalists have for the last four years been pressing upon the 
Japanese is a most gratifying circumstance. In consequence, an 
arrangement has been made between the Austro-Hungarian Envoy 
and Sir Harry Parkes, by virtue of which English Consular officers 
will act at the open ports as Acting Austrian Consuls until the 
Austrian functionaries arrive. This subject is too large a one to 
discuss here, but we may express the hope that the Japanese Go- 
vernment will follow up their present move by the most neces- 
sary one of refusing their consent to the appointment of any more 
merchant consuls whatever. As the present incumbents gradually 
disappear from the country, the Government should insist upon 
their being replaced by proper officers. 


NEWS BY THE PACIFIC MAIL. 


As announced in our last issue, the Pacific mail steamer Japan 
arrived at San Francisco on the 22nd ult., with dates from Yoko 
hama to Nov. 1, or a week later than the advices received by to- 
day’s mail. All the news from China has been anticipated, but 
the following items from Japan have not. The passengers by the 
Japan included 240 Chinese women. It is also mentioned that a 
large quantity of opium, brought by the Chinese passengers, was 
seized hy the revenue officials at San Francisco. 

In Yokohama the Mikado’s fee day was generally observed. 
The ships-of-war of all nationalities displayed the Japanese en- 
sign and fired a royal salute. The foreign representatives in 
Yedo were entertained at a banquet given by the Mikado’s minis- 
ters. 

There seems to be a renewed tendency not only to commit out- 
rages on foreigners but to attack natives who are known to be 
friendly towards them. The recent attack on Sir Harry Parkes 
bi followed by a series of murders, thus described in the Japan 

‘imes :— 

On‘the 8th of October five or six unknown persons broke into 
tke lodgings of Omura Hiobu Taiyu,’in the. camp of the 3rd 
Chosiu Regiment. They cut down Hiobu Taiyu, and also Shid- 
zuma Hikotaro, lieutenant, Adachi Konoske, professor of foreign 
languages, and Yoshitomi Otonoske, Building Officer of the War 
Department, and then ran away. It is said that Omura was se- 
verely wounded, but is undergtreatment. Shidzuma and Adachi 
were killed on the spot, anda retainer of Omura’s, named Yamada 
Tennoske, diced of the wounds which he received. Yoshitomi was 
severely, but not mortally wounded. One of the brigands was 
cut down, and his headless trunk was found on the bank of the 
Higashi-kawa on the way to Nijo. The head had been thrown 
away in Shijogawa. He appeared to be a man of about thirty 
years of age. The following paper was found in his bosom :— 

“Omura Masusino.—It is oar humble opinion that his Majesty's re- 
solve cf encouraging talent, under the new Imperial Government remo- 
delled on the ancient ;attern, implied that he would cherish the natural 
vigour of his divine country, add glory to the military power of Japan 
in the eyes of foreign countries, give every one his due plaee ac- 
cording to his abilities, procure reet and tranquillity to all his sub- 


jects, and thue restoie to. his, ancestors. ia, Heaven their peace of |

‘mind. But this man (Omura), ever since he took office, has 


had no just conception of the true relations of matters, foreign 
and domestic. He has steadily conformed himself to foreign cus- 
toms, and has disgraced the national character of this divine country. 
He has treated the Imperial laws with contempt, and has arbitrarily in- 
troduced customs of the barbarians. He has caused extreme misery to 
all the people, by which their morals have become lowered and a sense of 
shame forgotten. He remembered foreigners, but forgot his Emperor. 
The records of his crimes would fill volumes. The deities of heaven and 
earth cannot restrain their indignation, and have borrowed the hands of a 
few resolute men, by whom he is to be executed and his head exposed for 
an cxample to posterity. 9th Month (October)” 

These murders of enlightened and useful Japanese are even 
worse signs of the time than an assault on a Foreign Minister, and, 
but for our belief in the thorough good faith of the Mikado’s 
Government, we should almost despair of the future, or should at 
least have but the hope that only the next generation would see 
Japan developed and civilised, on the model of the civilisation of 
the West. 

The Japan Gazette says :—Two foreign steamers have been des- 
patched with (nominal) emigrants from Yedo to the northern- 
most portion of the Island of Yeso. The object is to preserve that 
island from the suspected encroachments of Russia, whose soldiers 
have appropriated the whole of the adjoining island of Saghalien. 
It isasorry look out for the colonists, for they are all men from the 
mild south of Niphon or Kiu siu, and the winter, which is both 
long and severe up north, has already commenced. 

A trial is to be made by the outgoing San Francisco steamer of 
sending tea forward for conveyance from San Francisco t» New 
York by rail. We believe the rate is to be seven cents per pound. 
The shippers are a Hiogo firm. 

It is expected that the Daimios and others, whose Parliamentary 
duties require their presence at Yedo, will return soon. Many 
important matters will be brought forward for discussion. 

The steamer China arrived at Yokohama on the 30th of October. 

Minister Delong will take immediate possession of the American 
mission, and Mr. Van Valkenburg will return by the November 
steamer. 

The following was the position of the United States naval fleet 
on the sailing of the Japan:—The Delawure, flagship of the 
Asiatic squadron, with Admiral Rowan, was at Yokohama; the 
Idaho, having been dismasted during a storm, had put into Yoko- 
hama; the Ashue/ot was cruising, the MJonocucy was at Osaka, and 
the /roguois was at Hong Kong, on the Southern station. The 
Unadilla had heen sold for $19,5V0, and her officers and men trans- 
ferred to the Afaumee. 

The Japan steamer Viborg came into Hiogo Bav on the 5th Oct. 
with the captain and crew of the Mary Nicholson, of Liver- 
pool, which Jwas abandoned on Oct. 1 some 100 miles south 
of Ki Channel. An investigation of the disaster was held at 
H.B.M. Consulate, and Captain Freebody was honourably acquitted 
of all blame for the loss of his ship.

PEKING AND THE NORTH. 


We have the rather startling intelligence from Peking that the 
revised English treaty is to be signed on the 25th instant. The 
Chinese rejected Mr. Otway’s suggestion that the treaty should 
be revised four years hence ; so Sir Rutherford Alcock fell back 
on the treaty provision that the process should be gone through at 
the end of ten years. The first demand for admission to personal 
audienceof the Emperor was refused ; the principle of “ Customs dis- 
tricts,” explained by him in a despatch published early in the year, 
is the principal concession. We do not give this authoritatively, but 
believe it will be found true. The Duke of Edinburgh has paid 
a short visit to the capital, arriving on the 7th and leaving on 
the 11th. His presence was entirely ignored by the Chinese Go- 
vernment. It is hoped this will tend to prove to people at home 
the falsity of the protests that have been made as to Chinese pro- 
gressiveness, and anxiety to be admitted on equal terms into the 
comity of nations. On the contrary, the Emperor retains the old 
notion of universal supremacy, and looks down on our Queen’s 
son as an inferior. 

At Tientsin the Duke also preserved his incognito. His Royal 
Highness returned from Peking on the 13th. Some of the resi- 
dents left their cards on board the Salamis during the day, for 
the Duke, Admiral Keppel, and Captain Miller, and as it had 
been intimated that the Duke did not wish to receive official visits 
the Consuls confined themselves to a similar act of courtesy. No 
visits have passed between the Chinese authorities and the 
Duke. The Sa’amis left on the 15th for Chefoo. The Opossum re- 
mains in port for the protection of British interests during the 
winter. The weather has been very hot during the last six days, 
and we are beginning to be heartily tired of the summer, and long 
for the cold season. 

An enterprising English merchant in Tientsin having applied to 
the Government for permission to dredge the Pehio, answer was 
recently sent from the Foreign-office that there was no provision 
in the treaty for anything of the kind ; therefore the request 


could not be ted.

HANKOW. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Although the water has fallen nearly five feet, and is now off 


the bund, and so far apparently confined within its proper channel, 
the surrounding country is still flooded, and the suburbs of Wu- 
chang, Hankow, and Hanyang have not been relieved of the crowds 
of refugees. Hunger has driven some of these to acts of violence, 
bus it is astonishing that outrages are not of constant occurrence. 
Foreigners have occasionally been molested, but in such a manner as 
to show that the people had no motive save to endeavour to enforce 
relief. There is, however, a report, naturally kept very quiet, but 
authentic for all that, to the effect that four of the out-door staff of 
the Customs went over to shoot on the Wuchang side the other day, 
and killed some tame pigeons. They were immediately mobbed, 
and their guns taken from them, but it does not appear that they 
were in any way injured. The sportsmen are in full activity, 
although game has been driven from the immediate neighbour- 
hood by the inundations. The bills are for this reason like pre- 
serves, and;those who give themselves up to long and weary tratnps 
bring back heavy bags. Trade continues at a stand-still, chiefly 
on account of the certain inability of the country people to buy 
from the retail agents during the winter. The interrupted com- 
munication with tne interior in consequence of flooded towing 
paths is also a chief cause. The theatrical season will open iu 
about a month.

Business may be said to have been ata standstill since I las 
wrote you, in consequence of the preparations for the Duke of 
Edinburgh, and entertaining him after arrival. 

Mr. J. Mc Leavy Brown (of the Burlingame Mission) arrived 
hear by the Dupleix accompanied by several Chinese ; various 
rumours are assigned for his return. The most believed one is 
that he is on special business in connection with the American 
treaty, and will return to Europe in about a month. Mr. F. B. 
Johnson (of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.) has published a 
memorandum on transit dues; it simply elaborates and states 
more clearly the views he expressed at one of the recent meetings 
of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce. 

The North China Insurance Company has issued its report for 
the half year ended June 30. The report says :— 


The directors have the pleasure to place before the shareholders the 
annexed statement of accounts for the first half-year, ending ‘June 30, 
1869, and to congratulate them upon the satisfactory position of the com. 
pany, the balance-sheet showing on that date a surplus of Tls. 380,243.10, 
in addition to the capital paid up.

Up to the present date all coasting and a large proportion of the longer 
risks have run off, the only important casualty by which the company 
suffers loss being the wreck of the Hamilla Mitchell. 

At the meeting of shareholders held on the 28th inst. the re- 
port was unanimously passed, the chairman remarking that the 
company had a full line on the Devonport, to Shanghai, which 
was lost near the Great Natunas on the 27th Sept. 

We hear that the North-German barque Baltimore, of 780 tons, 
bound from hence to Yokohama, laden with cotton, has been burnt 
at sea; and that, by latest advices, only five of the crew had 
reached Nagasaki. 

The ship Devonport, Kennedy, master, London to Shanghai, struck 
on’ ® rock, not marked on the chart, on Sept. 27, about eleven 
miles from the Great Natunas Islands ; it was found necessary to 
run ther aground to prevent her sinking ; she then rapidly filled 
With water, and became a total wreck. Assistance was got from 
Sarawak, and H.M.S. Elk took the captain, passengers and crew 
to Sin re, where they arrived on the 13th inst.

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steamer Jowune, Capt. ag ie which had been courteously lent and 
placed under the English by the directors of that company for the 
occasion, went down to Woosung on ‘I'hursday morning, and fell in 
with H.M.S, Jcarus in the afternoon beyond the lightship. From 
her it was learnt that the Duke of Edinburgh was on board the 
Galatea, then at anchor some five or six miles distant, preferring 
to bring his vessel himself to Woosung. Though blowing hard 
the Moyune proceeded to the Galatea, and Cupt. Trollope, R.N., 
and Mr. Medhurst went on board the latter to offer the services 
of the steamer and ascertain the wishes of the Duke with 
regard to the various entertainments prepired in honour of 
his visit. His Royal Highness expressed his appreciation of 
the committee’s kindness and courtesy in thus coming to mect him, 
but did not consider himself justified, as captain of the Gu//eq, in 
leaving her in pilotage water of a somewhat intricate nature, Ie 
would, however, be happy to avail himself of the Moyne next 
morning, coming up in her about noon and landing at the Cus- 
toms jetty. The Duke did not wish to receive any public address 
on landing, or to hold a reception, but as addresses had been drawn 
up would be glad to have them presented in a quiet manner at 
the house set apart for his use. The Moyune returned to Shan- 
ghai with this information during the night, and left again for 
Woosung, to meet the Duke, early on Friday morning. 

The uncertainty as to the time of H.R.LI.’s arrival took many 
foreigners on to the Bund before the hour which had been sug- 
gested ; but it was not till one p.m. that the preconcerted two 
guns announced the arrival of the Moyun: at Woosung. The un- 
usually gay appearance of the ships in harbour, which had dressed 
at an carly hour, attracted crowds of Chinese to the Bund during 
the whole morning. There had been great curiosity among them 
for many days past, and it reached a high pitch as the day wore 
on. It was about 3.20 p.m. when I[.R.H. did arrive, the V/oyune 
running up the whole length of the Bund.—in order to get room 
to turn against the flood tide—and the Z-Jra manning the rig- 
ging and giving him three hearty cheers as he passed. ‘T'urning 
near Kin-le-yuen, the Joyune ran back alongside the Customs’ 


jetty, where the members of the committee were waiting to re- 


ceive him. The Prince was heartily cheered on Janding, an:l cour 

teously acknowledged the salute. ven the Chinese vented their 
excitement by an unearthly yell. is Royal Highness at once 
entered a carriage which was waiting for him, and drove with Mr. 
Medhurst to the latter’s residence, which had been placed at his 
disposal during his stay, and where the addresses which hal been 
signed by the British and cosmopolitan members of the commuuity 
were laid before him. We subjoin copies of these addresses and 
of his Royal Highness’s replies :— 


THE BRITISH ADDRESS. 


To his Royal Highness Alfred Ernest Albert, Duke of Edinburgh, 
K.G., K.T., &e., he. 

May it please your Royal Hishness,—It is a satisfactory and grateful 
duty which devolves upon Her Majesty’s subjects at this port to take their 
share in welcoming your Royal Higness. 

Hitherto your voyages have taken you, for the most part, to the colo- 
nial possessions of the British Empire, where warm expressions of loyalty 
and affection have in every instance proved how deep-seated is the attach- 
ment of the dependencies of Great Britain to the Crown and Government. 
Although we reside under other institutions, your Royal Ilighness will 
find that even in this remote and alien country there are not wanting hearts 
loyal to your illustrious house, and sincerely rejoiced to have an oppor- 
tunity of testifying their devoted sentiments. 

There is one name which binds the sons of Great Britain together, 
wherever their lots may be cast, and that is the name of Iler Must Gra- 
cious Majesty. 

Her public and private virtues have united to endear her to the citizens 

of all nations, and it is a source of perpetual pleasure to the millions over 
whom she rules to feel that they possess a sovereign whose formal titles to 
respect comprise but a small part of her claims (o the love and devotion of 
all her subjects. 
This loyalty is of so sterling a quality that it has become a part of our 
national character, and it is but a spontaneous instinct of national feeling 
which prompts us to extend a welcome to a son of that Queen whose home 
may so truly be said to be in the hearts of her people. 

We hope to be able to bear our part in making your Royal Tlighness’s 
stay agreeable, and trust that you may find your short sojurn in Shanghai 
not altogether unworthy of a pleasant place in your remembrance. .

The Prince, accompanied by Mr. Medhurst, then drove to the 

latter's residence, Soochow Creek, after which he went to the 
rowing ground, some three miles from Shanghai, but the best 
events of the regatta were over, and he made a very short stay. In 
the evening he hononred the Lyceum with his presence to witness 
the performance of Dion Boucicault’s comedy, “London Assur- 
ance,” by our Amateur Dramatic Corps. The performance went 
off very well, and his Royal Highness appeared as much amused 
as any one during its progress. He was greeted with three, and 
three more. hearty cheers after the orchestra had played “God 
Save the Queen ” at the conclusion of the performance. 
@gA race between sedan chairs with a sailor in each created 
rather less excitement, but still gave lots of fun. One man drop- 
ped his window glass soon after starting, and Jack insisted on his 
waiting and picking it up, under the impression he should be dis- 
qualified for coming in light without it. 

The next thing was a pony steeple chase, which the Prince ap- 
peared to enjoy immensely. 

The Prince brought Queen’s weather with him, and under its 
influence a very pleasant day was spent on Saturday on the Race 
Course. A warm sun, tempered by a cool breeze, enabled people 
to stroll about with e mal safety from cold or sunstroke, and 
nearly all Shanghai aralel itself of the opportunity. The day’s 
proceedings were bezun by a game of cricket between an eleven 
of H.M.’s Navy and Civil Service, and eleven of the Cricket Club. 
But about three p M. a wheelbarrow race was suggested by way of 
varying the amusement, and the rush of spectators who flocked 
across the ground to witness this new excitement fairly swept the 
cricxeters off the field. As the object of either game was to amuse 
II. R. Hf. and the spectators, the players submitted with a good 
grace, and joined heartily in the new fun. 

The next proceeding was to start a lot of sailors to wheel the 
L.srows themselves ; and here the grief was awful; wheels were 
knocked off, ahins broken, and the field reduced to two competitors 
in less time than it takes to write it. One man continued the race 
with: the wheel on his back, having hopelessly smashed his barrow, 
and two others trundled theirs in, after coming to similar grief. 

K:chteen ponies had been entered for a hurdle race, and about a 
doze: iartall the favourites being Revoke, Automaton, and Mexi- 
con, At the word “ Off!” Revoke and Sink of Iniquity took the lead, 
ccuing the first wall tegether in splendid style. Revoke, now far 
a-head of any other pony, took the double in front of the stand in 
graud style; but a stirrrup leather giving way, his rider was thrown.

ing. Everything possible was done to make the evening agreeable, 
uud complete success wasachieved. The programme opened with a 
chorus, Jubelchor, from “ Otto,” and after a short instrumental per- 
formance, Wolliman’s burlesque in one Act, “Einer aus der Gerichts 


Aeitins,” was played. The Duke played several games of bowls 
in the course of the evening, and sat down some time after mid- 
rizhe to a capital supper, at which his health was enthusiastically 
Grunk, and warmly responded to. 

On Sunday the Prince was naturally left to his own devices; 
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and Mr. Reynolds’ “look-out” on Pootung were ablaze with light. 
The effect was very fine. The Prince reached the Club at 9.25, and 
was geees by a salute of twenty-one rockets from the verandahs, 
which had a very pretty effect. He opened the ball with Mrs. Med- 
hurst, the wife of H.B.M. Consul, and afterwards danced with 
several other ladies. The guests sat down to supper at midnight. 

After supper was over H.B.M. Consul proposed the toast of 
“The Queen,” which was drunk with three hearty cheers, the band 
playing “God Save the Queen.” 

H.B.M. Consul next proposed “ The Royal Family,” and coupled 
the toast with the name of H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, our 
guest. The toast was drunk with tremendous cheering, and musical 
honours, The Duke said : 

Ladies and.Gentlemen,—I return you my best thanks for the kind 
manner in which you have drunk my health; and the gentlemen are 
entitled to my more particular thanks for the musical manner in 
which they have responded to it. I can only assure the community of 


which I happen to be the guest, of my high, very high, appreciation of 
their musical talents, which I have now heard on three different occasions ; 
firat at the charming entertainment at the Lyceum, on the evening of my 
arrival; next, the enchanting entertainment—for I am sure all my country- 
men thought it so—which the German residents gave the night before last, 
and, lastly, the beautiful song which you have sung just now. Music is 
one of those things that muat produce feelings of harmony and good fel- 
lowship in any person's breast ; and I can easily imagine, from the incli- 
nation of all classes of this community towards music, how great good 
feeling and harmony prevail among all the classes and all nationalities in 
Shanghai. I will only say one thing more, in concluding these few words 
I have to offer you in return for the toast you have just drank. I say 
that this community hes a most important bearing on the commerce of all 
nations, and I beg you to follow me in drinking the toast, ‘‘ Prosperity to 
the Community of Shanghai.” 

The toast was drunk with six hearty cheers, led by the Prince 
himself. H.B.M.’s Consul had one more toast to propose—“ The 
Ladies,” and would ney it to the youngest man present, whoever 
he might be, to respond. 

This individual, however, showing a remarkable bashfulness in 
coming forward, the Duke called on Mr. Porter, of H.I.M.’s Cus- 
toms, who replied in a humorous speech. ; 

The Duke left shortly afterwards, and went, we believe, to the 
Mon-ding-fong (Chinese) theatre, which had been brilliantly 
lighted up for his reception. 

The following day (the 26th) had been fixed as the last of 
the Duke's short stay. At two p.m. he re-embarked with his 
suite on board the Moyune from the Customs’ jetty, many of the 
community availing themselves of the courteous invitation ad- 
dressed to them in the following circular to accompany the 
steamer to Woosung :— 

I am directed by H. R. H. the Duke of Edinburgh to state that, the 
steamer AMoyune having been courteously placed by the directors of the 
S. S. N. Co. at his disposal for retarn to Woosung, he will embark at. the 
Custom-house jetty to-morrow, at two o'clock 1. af. precisely, and that he 
will be happy if the ladies of Shanghai and any of the gentlemen who 
have so kindly co-operated to make bis stay agreeble will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to make the trip in his company. H. R. H. will 
direct the band of H. M. S. Galatea to be in attendance on board.

HONG KONG. 

From this port we have advices to Nov. 4. The departure of 
the mail appears to have been postponed, as the date, according to 
the time-table, should have been Nov. 2, and the overland issues 
of the local papers bear that date. The outward mail of Sept. 10 
was received on (ct. 21. 

The China Mail of Nov.2 says :— 

The chief local event since the departure of the previous mail 
is the arrival of H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh. The Galatea 
entered the harbour soon after 7 a.m. on Sunday (Oct. 31), and 
exchanged salutes with the Admiral (Kellet). The harbour soon 
assumed a gay appearance, the ships lying there dressing rapidly. 
H.R.H. landed eariy in tho afternoon, and tiffined and dined with 





his Excellency Sir R. MacDonne!l. During the day he walked 


iat he put in an appearance in the Public Garden in the course of ; through parts of the city, and from what he saw H.R.H. is 


the afternuon, Where the splendid band of the Galate.s played for 
about two hours, attracting nearly all Shanghai as listeners. 

On Monday evening H.R. was entertained at a ball at the Shan- 
ghai Club, and the whole length of theBund from Astor House to 
Kix-'ce-yun was illuminated iu his honour. Even the opium ships 
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‘no doubt satisfied that his reception in Hong Kong is animated 
| by a sincere spirit of welcome. In the order of things his arri- 
; val happens very opportuoely. The same number of this jour- 
j mal which chronicles that fact also contains the statement 
_ that H, R§H. was not “received” at Peking, together with a 
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tolerably full and explicit declaration of the views which the 
oldest and most experienced residents in Hong Kong hold as to 
the policy which has induced the virtual recall of Admiral Kep- 
pel. To-day the Duke will make his official landing, to do honour 
to which ample preparation has been made. The levee will fol- 
low. In the evening there will be a reception by Lady Mac- 
Donnell at Government House; on Wednesday, theatrical per- 
formances by English and German amateurs ; and on the following 
day a bali at the City Hall. Under all the circumstances, there- 
fore, we may entertain a hope that H.R H.'s future reminiscences 
of the East, as derived from his experience of Hong Kong. will not 
be unpleasant to him, nor to her whom we Englishmen venerate as 
our Queen, and for whom men of all nations here who are not her 
subjects having feelings of the deepest and most sincere respect. 

The Overland Trade Report states that the dinner given to 
Admiral Keppel on the 29th October, at the Banqueting Hall of 
the Freemasons’ Lodge, was very largely attended, and went off 
most enthusiastically. There has probably never been before so 
striking a demonstration of public feeling in Hong Kong. Not 
only the largeness of the attendance, but also their enthusiasm 
was unparalleled upon any like occasion in China ; and it may be 
taken as a most significant demonstration not only of the well- 
merited popularity of the veteran Admiral, but also of the feeling 
entertained with regard to the policy which he represents, and has 
80 ably maintained. The sentiments given utterance to will meet 
@ response in the hearts of all those who are acquainted with the 
‘career of this veteran sailor in these parts. As observed by Mr. 
Pollard, in his magnificent oration, he has not only displayed the 
qualities of a great sailor, but he has also in the course of his 
lengthened and eventful career shown himself possessed of the high 

ualifications of the head and heart, the coolness of judgment, 
the uprightness of design which in the troublous days of early 
intercourse with this nation were essentials in the naval officers 
placed in command ; and which it will be a fatal error for the 
Government to imagine can be dispensed with even in the present 
day. Sir Henry Keppel undoubtedly deserves the credit of having 
proved himself beyond question a man thoroughly capable of 
performing his duties, and having never flinched in doingso. The 
Admiral in returning thanks for his health expressed his opinion 
that Western nations were beginning to perceive that their in- 
terests in these parts were not to be furthered by “ conciliations, 
concessions, and apologies; and the Hon. W. Keswick, who 
occupied the chair, expressed his belief that the mistaken policy 
adopted by the Home Government had now nearly worked itself 
out. 

The China Mail has the Sollowing further remarks on the 
character of the speeches :—Even the cautious and non-commit- 
ting though socially genial speech of H. E.the Governor found 
in the occasion of the banquet “a political significance.” Of the 
chairman’s speech, replete as it was with eloquence and good 
feeling, nothing eed in the way of compliment be said. 
But as speakers for the community, toth Mr. Keswick, Mr. 
Gibb, and the Acting Attorney General, are entitled to its 
lasting thanks for the very able manner in which the strong 
‘opinion entertained of our recent policy in China was enun- 
ciated. The latter gentleman has given a reminder to the 
so-called “Peace party” which may serve to mitigate the 
affected horror with which they will receive the tidings that a 
“ standard bearer ” of our national greatness, as Mr. Keswick hap- 
pily called him, has been féted and encouraged and cheered with 
an enthusiasm hitherto unknown amongst the easy-going forei, 
residents of China. ‘It is,” said the learned contenaa by the 
action of such men as Keppel only that residence has been made 
possible in China ;” and this fact, nakedly stated, lies at the bot- 
tom of our enthusiasm, and of our condemnation of the Home 
Government’s suicidal policy. 

There were, however, two other speeches which possessed a poli- 
tical significance of their own—those of Mr. Taylor, in proposing 
the health of the Foreign Consuls, and that of Mr. Overbeck, Con- 
sul-General for Austria, in reply. Mr. Taylor took advantage of 
the occasion to refer very pointedly to the want of official support 
‘experienced by our own officials, and such expressions on 
such an occasion will have much weight. Mr. Overbeck’s 
answer was an unmistakable avowal of sympathy with the 
‘views of previous speakers ; and coming from one who both 
in his official and social capacity occupies so leading a posi- 
tion, is perhaps the most valuable testimony to the general 
‘Opinion entertained of our policy by foreigners which has yet 
been manifested in China. Mr. Overbeck spoke rather in the cha 
racter of umpire than of partisan. Mr. Ross Browne has indeed 
inculcated similar views, but he was the Minister of » Government 
which is intimately interested in our relations with China. But 
when we find the able representative of a Power hitherto almost 
unmentioned in China coming forward as an independent advo- 
cate of the policy which Admiral Ke;-pel represents, we may be 
sure that the feeling of sympathy has a source beyond shirtings 
and dollars. 

The Duke of Edinburgh, as Captain of H.M.S. Galatea, joined 
most heartily with his officers in bidding good-bye to Admiral 
Keppel. It is a long time since an old Admiral’s departure from 
China was regarded with so much interest as was that of Sir Henry 
Keppel’s in the Salsette. H.R H. pulled the stroke oar in the boat 
which took the Admiral to the steamer, the other oars being taken 
by officers of the Galatea, Commodore Jones acting as coxswain. 
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When the boat came alongside the steamer, 11.R.H. stepped 
aside, and gave place to the Admiral in going on board, and then 
(taking off his cap) cried, “ Now, boys, give usa cheer.” Three 
hearty cheers were then led off by the Duke, which were taken 
up and continued by those on board the mail stcamer, Admiral 
Keppel himself replying with one cheer more as the steamer was 
moving. Admiral Kellet and his Excellency the Governor were 
both on board. About half a dozen yachts accompanied the 
steamer down the harbour. 

In the Supreme Court on Oct 20, the Acting Attorney General 
announced that instructions had been received from Home to enter 
a nolle prosequi in each of the two ex officio criminal informations 
filed by the Hong Kong Government, pending against the pro- 
prietors of the China Mav, for alleged public libel ; aud also the 
Court was informed that leave was refused to the Hong Kong 
Government to apply for appeal to the Privy Council against the 
judgment of Chief Justice Smale, in a third similar action against 
the same defendant. The judgment therefore stands, although 
the law officers of the Home Governmeyt guard themselves against 
accepting it as a precedent ; but the taxed costs which were 
awarded by the Court to defendant, in compliance with an under- 
standing entered into by the Acting Attorney Geueral, on behalf 
of the Crown, and the defendant have not yet been paid. 

A coolie-broker, who has supplied a number of covlies for the 
Belgian an Frederic, was brought up before the marine magis- 
trate on a charge of hxving made false representations to certain 
coolies engaged to proceed in the said vessel. It is alleged that 
this middle-man gave it out that Messrs. Jardine were the security 
for the payment of their quarterly allowance to their friends when 
the coolies left for Peru ; and as this was false and was the means 
of inducing many to go who otherwise would not have come down 
country, the broker has been charged. Mr. Smith, Registrar- 
General, was prosecutor, a representation of the case having been 
made to him by a Chinese deputation. The defendant was dis- 
charged for want of sufficient legal proof, but it was evident there 
had been foul play, and the magistrate warned those implicated 
against further malpractices.

SAIGON. 

Letters from Saigon, dated Oct. 25, announce that the French 
Governor had received instructions from Paris to negotiate with 
the ruler of Annam for the final cession of three provinces in 
Cochin China, which are virtually united already to the French 
possessions in that region. 

The Courrier de Suigon says:—The opium question has just 
received a solution, such as was hoped for and desired by the in- 
terests of the Colonial Budget. he Commission instituted to 
examine the different modes of taxation applicable to that article 
has decided in favour of the absolute liberty of trade in it, and on 
a simple charge by means of trade licences of different classes. 
The local Board of Trade, on its side, has received communication 
of the labour of the commission, and shares its opinion from purely 
commercial reasons. The system of farming out the trade is, how- 
ever, to be continued for some time hence, as a special organisation 
to succeed the former method could not be created in a moment, 
and there would be a danger of diminishing by a too sudden trans- 
formation the revenue indispensable for completing the numerous 
public works in the colony. Merchants were consequently in- - 
vited to send in tenders for the concession for a further period of 
three years, which may be prolonged to four if required. Four 
candidates presented themselves, of whom one was set aside for 
informality ; the offers were f.2,400.000, f.2,464,200, and f.2,557,500 
a year; the last, by M. Banhap, merchant of Saigon, who, in con- 
sequence, obtained the contract. The terms accepted are an ad- 
vance of f.466,500 on the present concession.

The chief mate’s 
boat was lost sight of the first night ; the 2nd officer, with the 
gig, kept company with the captain’s boat until the 3rd day, when 
it also was lost sight of, After being in the boat six days, the ca 
tain with his boat’s crew were picked up by the French barque S¢. 
Yevs, of Nantes, from Saigon for Japan. The shipwrecked men 
were treated with the greatest kindness, and landed at Labuan on 
the llth Oct. It is possible the chief officer finding himself un- 
able to keep up with the other boats may have gone back to the 
wreck. Capt. Ivey was awaiting the arrival of H.M. gunboat 
Elk, at Labuan, anticipating that she would visit the wreck with 
him, and endeavour to save some portion of the cargo, and also, if 
possible, ascertain the fate of the missing men.

THE BANK OF CALIFORNIA. 

The San Francisco News Letter gives a summary of the last annual 
report of the officers of the Bank of California. The Bank organised 
with a paid-up capital of $5,000,000. Surplus after paying dividends 
and writing off losses, $1,609,356. Reserve and insurance funds, 
$800,000. The balance on hand at the credit of the depositors is 
$3,600,000. The total assets after deducting all liabilities amount to 
$8,400,000. The total discounts are $9,600,000. Its paid-up capital 
is held by 136 individuals and firma, who are personally liable on their 
private means to the extent of double their stock, and the aggregate 
of whose private fortunes are, at an under estimate, $40,000,000. The 
Bulletin says :—In the face of such statements‘as these, which can be 
verified and are well known among our leading business men, the ab- 
surdity of the reports prejudicial to the Bank, as to the general busi- 
negs and finances of San Francisco, will be apparent. And it should he 
remembered that this sound condition of our leading monetary insti- 
tution has been maintained through a period of reaction following one 
of remarkable expansion. Many of our people have been overtrading 
and speculating, partly in anticipation of the benefits expected from 
the Pacific Railroad, which cannot be immediately realised. The 
finances of the city are in an excellent condition, and San Francisco 
will begin the new year with the brightest prospects. There is every 
reason for confidence and none for distrust. 





Taz P. anp O. Company's Service.—The death of Mr. Patterson 
the superintendent at Calcutta, has been filled by the re-appointment of 
Captain Lovell, who has for some time been in the London office. Cap- 
tain Henry has returned to his post as superintendent at Bombay ; as, 
also, Captain Davies to Aden. Captain Kirton, for some time acting 
at Aden, has been appointed joint agent with Mr. Tonner at Malta, 
vice Captain Tronson, retired. Captain Guthrie, who for many years 
has held the post of nautical inspector, retires, and Captain Jamieson, 
of the Pera, who has been for twenty-five years in the service of the 
Company, and well known in China, takes the post, in conjunction with 
the duties lately performed by Captain Lovell. The directors have 
made an excellent choice in Captain Jamieson, and it is a fitting ac- 
knowledgment of their confidence in him. We trust he will long en- 
joy his ‘‘shore berth.” We hear that the employés of the company 
intend erecting a monument in Bombay to the memory of those lost 
in the Carnatic.

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LORD ELGIN’S SECOND EMBASSY TO CHINA. 

Nearly ten years have passed since Lord Elgin took upon him- 
self, for the second time, the task of endeavouring to place our 
relations with China upon a satisfactory footing ; and yet (if 
we except the official despatches published in the Blue-books 
of the time) no succinct account of the occurrences of that most 
eventful year—1860—has yet appeared. The duty of placing 
them on record in a permanent form would doubtless have been 
worthily performed by Mr. Bowlby, the special correspondent of 
The Times, had not that gentleman unhappily fallen a victim to 
Chinese treachery and cruelty ; but his untimely fate threatened 
to leave this memorable campaign without a historian. For- 
tunately, Mr. Loch, Lord Elgin’s Private Secretary, now comes 
forward to do for his second embassy what Mr. Lawrence 
Oliphant did so well for the first, and presents us with so 
concise and carefully-written a narrative that it leaves nothing 
to be desired** The work is comprised in one small, and 
by no means showy volume, and is commendable for a total 
atctece of the diffusoness and the egotism that generally mark 
“personal narratives” of thiskind. Indeed, s0 many events were 
crowded into the short period treated of, that the author might 
well have been excused for making them the subject of a much 
larger book ; but he contents himself with a clear, comprehensive 
narration, entirely devoid of any extraneous matter. At this 
critical juncture, when our position in China is so precarious, and 
our Government persists in an attitude so dangerously incompa- 
tible with a continuance of peace, it is well to look back, and re- 
flect on the experience of the past ; and for this Mr. Loch’s work 
affords ample materials. 

A preliminary chapter is devoted to the circumstances that ne- 
cessitated Lord Elgin’s second visit to China. The refusal of the 
Government to receive Mr. Bruce at Peking, or to ratify the 


treaty ; the attack on the Taku Forts, with its disastrous results ; | 
the consequent retirement of the Ministers to Shanghai; and the 


preparations for a@ campaign against the capital, are all rapidly 
touched upon, preparatory to a gencral review of the position of 
affairs on the arrival of the Embassy in China. The humiliating 
failure ot Mr. Ward, who had attempted to gain by diplomacy 
what Mr. Bruce and Admiral Hope had failed to obtain by force, 
proved to Lord Elgin that the utmost firmness and decision on his 
part would be necessary ; and these qualifications he exhibited in 
an eminent degree throughout all his subsequent procecdings. The 
assembling of the allied forces at Pehtang, the landing and cap- 
ture of the Taku Forts (that had successfully defied Admiral Hope 
the previous year), and the subsequent march on Peking, are mat- 
ters of history ; but Mr. Loch gives numerous interesting details 
hitherto unknown. As au example, we may quote his account of 
a clever stratagem by which Sang-ko-lin-sin obtained horses for a 
large body of his troops :— 

At Peking a force of 20,000 cavalry is supposed to be always kept in readiness to 
meet any cinergency. ‘The feneral in command draws the pay tor the men and 


horses, and is answerable for the proper and efficient equipment of the force; but of 
late venrs the General found he could borrow or hire horses for a few days when the 


periouical parade came round. und, therefore, instead of maintaining the requisite 
puinber, he put the money received for that purpose into his own pocket. However, 
when we hailed, and it became necessary to collect every available soldier for the 


defences of the country, the Emperor ordered a review of the garrison, which in- 
eluded this hedy of horscless cavalry. }he General was in despair—he feared all 
would be overed; but, having recourse to his old plin, was able to parade his 
men on tie day appointed, all fairly mounted on their borrowed stecds, A whisper 
of the true state of the cage, however, reached the ears of San-ko-lin-sin, the Com- 
Manidy-in-Chief, who, thinking it too good an opportunity of horsing his cavalry to 
be lost moved them at once by forced marches down to the sea-coust. 


Details of warlike operations are gencrally dry food for the 
non-military reader, but this is by no meaus the case with Mr. 
Loch’s narrative of the movements of the allied armies, His care- 
ful record of every step of the advance towards Peking is so in- 
tersperse with lively incident that it makes the pleasantest sort 
of reading, besides being instructive ; for almost every page bears 
wituess to some fresh example of the lying, deceit, and treachery 
with which the Chinese persisted, to the very last, in trying to 
outwit our Ambassador. Strongly as we are tempted to dwell on 
this part of the narrative, we must leave it to pass to another, and 
in one sense a more important part; for it is a relation of suffer- 
ings that can only be told by the two men who experienced them 
—Mr. (now Sir Harry) Parkes and the author. Itis pretty gene- 
rally known that, when the allied armies were closely threat- 
ening Decking, the Chinese suddenly ceased their obstinate 
resistance to Lord Elgin’s demands, and offered to make 
peace on his terms; that, deceived by thcir protestations, 
the Ambassador sent Mr. Parkes with a small escort, under a 
flag of truce, to meet three newly appointed Impcrial Commis- 
sivucrs, and make arrangements for his entry into Peking; that this 
party was treacherously surprised and carried away into captivity, 
trum which most of them never returned alive. Those facts are, 
as we lave said, pretty well known, but we have now, for the first 
time, full particulars of this atrocious crime from the pen of one of 
the sutterers. Mr. Parkes was accompanied on his fatal errand by 
Mr. Locn, Mr. De Normann (of the Legation), Mr. Bowlby, the 
special correspondent of The Times, who had obtained Lord Elgin’s 
permissi-n to go; Colonel Walker; Mr. Thompson, of the Com- 
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missariat ; and Lieut. Anderson, in command of the escort, con- 
sisting of six of the Dragoon Guarda, and twenty “ sowars” 
of Fane’s Horse. Tung-chow, the town appointed for the 
meeting, was reached in safety, and the conference duly Stook 
place. In returning to Ho-se-woo, where the Embassy was 
quartered, the party suddenly found themselves surrounded 
by Tartar troops, and concluded at once that some treachery 
was intended, for these troops occupied the very ground on 
which it had been arranged that the allied forces should encamp 
while Lord Elgin and Baron Gros proceeded to Peking After a 
hasty council it was decided to avoid showing any mistrust, and 
that Col. Walker and Mr. Thompson, with five dragoons, should 
move quietly about the spot, at the same time being ready to gal- 
lop off on any appearance of hostilities, while Mr. Parkes, with 
one dragoon and one Sikh, returned to Tuug-chow under a flag of 
truce to demand of the Commissioners the reason for this breach 
of faith. Meanwhile, Mr Loch volunteered to make his way to 
the Allies, escorted by the remaining Sikhs, to uaint them 
with the state of atfairs, and succeeded in reaching the ad- 
vance-guard in safety. Having given Sir Hope Grant all the 
information in his power, Mr. Loch gallantly asked permis- 
sion to return and join Parkes and the others, and aid them to 
escape in the short interval that re:rained before the commenee- 
ment of active hostilities. With equal gallantry Ciptain Braba- 
zon determined to accompany him, with an escort of only two 
Sikhs, one of whom carried a white flag. With little hindrance 
they reached Tung-chow, where Parkes,'De Norman, Bowlby,. 
Lieut Anderson, and the Sikh escort were waiting, quite ignorant 
of any impending danger. It having been explained to them that 
a collision was now unavoidable, and might occur at any moment, 
an immediate effort to reach the allied camp was determined on ; 
but they were soon stopped by a mandarin, who said they could 
not be permitted to pass through the lines without a pass, which 
he would get from the Commander in-Chief if two of the party 
would accompany him to head-quarters to get it. By this time 
they were surrounded, and there seemed no alternative but to ac- 
cept the proposal. What followed is thus graphically described : 


We agreed that two of us should accompany the mandarin, and Parkes said. “‘T 
will go if Loch wili accompany me.” At this time we had 00 flaj.s of truce flying, 
one belonging to the escort, the other my handkerchief on Nil-sing's spear-head. I 

called to him to come with us. and with a hasty good-bye to the others, galloped off 
| with the Chinese officer. I shall never forget my last view of that party. o Tee 
Anderson, Brabazon, and De Norman were talking together in a group. whi 
Bowlby, about a horse‘s length distant, looked exhausted and anxious, and was draw- 
ing his revolver from its case. He had often expressed a wish to see how the Chi- 
nese could reully fight. and as I passed him I said, “I think, Bowlby, vou'll soom 
have your wish fulfilled.” . » We had not left our party half « mile when, on 
iurn'ng the corner of cne of the millet-fields, we were in the midat of a large body of 
infantry, who seized our bridles and pressed their matchlocks against our bodies. 
No time was to be lost, the Chinese officer, under whose safe-conduct we were, 
rushed between us. . We halted, the Chinese soldiers at the same time raising 
the cry, “ Sang, Sanz!" and down to the opposite galloped Sangz-ko-lin-sin, sur 
rounded by a numerous staff. Parkes immediately addressed the Prince, pomting to 
our flag of truce, and requested a free pass for our party. His only reply was @ 
derisive laugh. and a torrent of abuse. . . Parkes tarned to me and said, ‘I 
fear we are prisoners.” One glance told us how hopeless any r-sistance would be, 
and as we attempted to push forward we were half pulled, half knocked off our 
horses, We were scarcely on the ground when our arms were selzed and twisted 
behind us and shoved down on our knees before Sang-ko-lin-sin, who threat- 
ened and stormed at us, the men behind cuffing us on our heads and faces, one man 
seizing me by the back of the neck and rubbing my face in the dirt. 


Escape was now hopeless, and as the engagement had now 
begun.and the Chinese were getting frightened and correspondingly 
vindictive, the lives of the captives did not seem worth five 
minutes’ purchase. Iowever, they (Parkes and Loch, with Nal- 
sing, the Sikh) were put into a cart, and sent off to Peking. Mr. 
Parkes, we are told, suffered much both in mind and hody, yet 
maintained an appearance of calm indifference both to insult and 
bodily pain. Stopping at an encampment, quite exhausted by a 
jolting in springless carts over a rough road, they were subjected 
to an “examination "—that is, forced on their knees before some 
Mandarins, and brutally kicked and cuffed because their answers 
were not satisfactory. Suddenly some soldiers rushed in, bound 
them, and carried them away. 

Parkes told me he thouzht from their remarks we were about to be beheaded. 
We said a few parting words, for we now considered eath as certain. 


While ths speaking a man suddenly seized my arms, and with one ‘God bleas 


you “ to Parkes I found myself hurried forward, two or three men on either side 
brandishing their sworda, 


The timely interference of some official saved them from imme- 
diate decapitation, and they were once more bundled into the cart, 
with two French prisoners and the old Sikh, and carried on to 
Peking, suffering frightfully on the long journey from want of 
water and the tight cords that bound them. Arrived at the capi- 
tal, they found themselves in the prison of the‘ Board of Pun- 
ishments,” the worst even of Chinese prisons ; and here they were 
h. avily ironed, and after more kicks and beatings were thrust 
ne a loathsome dungeon among a horde of criminals of the vilest 
class. 


On one side of the room, running its whole length, was a wooden bench. extending 
about eight feet from the wall, sloping a little towards it; this was the sleeping 
place: chains hung down from several of the beams, reaching nearly to the bench, 
with the use of which I was soon to be made practically acqualnted. 7 ¥ 
hands were handeuffed. the short chain which connected them being passed throngh 
a link in the one that descended from my neck to my feet. . 1 was then laid 
down on the bench T have dese-ihed, directly under one of the chains hanging from 
the bem above; to this the chain round my neck was attached, and I was thus only 
able to lie flat om my back, and even this was painful with my elbows pimoned. 

+. Twas utterly exhausted, and fell into a heavy sleep. T awoke about two 

, hours afterwards, chilled and shiverins :— so crowded was the prison that my ncigh- 
bours on either sive touched me, and the one on my right hind fee'ing me shaking 
with could drew his tattered, vermin eaten rug over me—and I was thankful 


Separated from his companion in misfortune, chained, tortured, 
| and half-starved, a more miserable lot could hardly be imagined, 
| yet there was a horror yet to be erdured worse than all these :— 
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There is a small maggot which seems to infest all Chinese prisons; tho earth at 
the depth of a few inches swarms with them; they are the scourge most dreaded by 
every poor prisoner. Few enter a Chinese gaol who have not on their bodies or 
Hmbs some wounds either inflicted by blows, or caused by the manner in which they 
have been bound; the instinct of the insects [ have alluded to seems to lead them 
direct to these wounds. Bound and helpless, the poor wretch cannot save himself 
from their approach, althongh he knows full well that tf they once reach his la- 
cerated skin there is tho certainty of a fearful. lingering, and agonising death be- 
fore him. My right-hand neighbour on the bench was dying from the inroads of 
@heee insects; his suffering was great, and the relief his fellow-prisoners could afford 
was of no avail. The crowded stato of the gaol brought me in such close contact 
‘with this poor fellow that our heads rested on the same biock of wood, not a foot 
apart. 


With all his courage, it is not surprising that Mr. Loch found 
it hard work to maintain that calmness and appearance of indif- 
ference that seemed necessary, when brought into contact with 
this sickening horror. These maggots, it seems, eat into the 
wounds, and increase a thousandfold in a day, so that nothing 
avails to save the victim from a living death. The deliverance of 
Mr. Loch from this place of torment, and of Mr. Parkes from a 
similar one, was eventually brought about by a clever stratagem 
on the part of the latter, which we have not space to describe in 
detail. Fora while they were again together, in better quarters ; 
and after more vicissitudes and many days of harrowing suspense 
they at length obtained their liberty, just as they had once more 
made up their minds toa sudden and cruel death. Indeed, so 
narrow was the escape that, within fifteen minutes after they had 
passed the city gate, the Emperor’s order for their immediate exe- 
eution arrived! ‘This, of course, was found out afterwards. 


Once restored to their friends, Messrs. Parkes and Loch learnt 
for the first time that they were the only two of the party who 
had escaped. During their captivity, the Chinese authorities had 
met every movement of the allies with the threat that any attack 
on their part would be the signal for the immediate execution of 
the prisoners ; but by this time Lord Elgin knew his foes too well 
to be frightened by this, and retorted that if the prisoners were 
harmed he would utterly destroy the capital. The stronger the 
threats of the Chinese, the more determined was Lord Elgin, 
and the result proved he was right. With the exception of these 
two the prisoners had been dead for some time ; and the treachery 
and cruelty of the Mandarins was justly punished by the destruc- 
tion of the Summer Palace, which with the occupation of Peking 
by the Allies, brought the campaign to an end. Mr. Loch and 
Sir Harry Parkes of course entered the capital with Lord Elgin, 
and on this second visit to the city where they had been so bar- 
barously treated, they witnessed the ratification of the treaty, and 
the crowning humiliation of their persecutors. 

The bodies of their less fortunate companions, Messrs. De Nor- 
mann, Anderson, Bowlby, Phipps, and nine of the Sikhs, were re- 
covered, and received funeral honours; some months later the 
remains of Captain Brabazon were found ; he had been beheaded 
shortly after his capture. Ten of the Sikhs escaped, and their 
evidence revealed the fate of the rest. One of them was impri- 
soned with De Normann and Lieutenant Anderson, and the follow- 
ing is an extract from his deposition :— 


We were kept so tightly bound we could not move. . . . After the first day 
Lieut. Anderson became delirious, and remained so until his death, which occurred 
on the ninthday. Hefore his death his nails and fingers burst from the tightness of 
the cords, mortification set in, and the bones of the wrist were exposed. While he 
was alive worms were generated in his wounds, and ate into and crawled over his 
body . . . five days after this a sowar diedintho same state . . . three days 
after this Mr. De Normann died. 

Another Sikh trooper, who was imprisoned in company with 
Mr. Bowlby, Phipps (one of the Dragoon Guards), and a French 
officer, deposed as follows :— 

They took us away tn carts; travelled all nizht, gave us no food or water, and 
eat us when we asked for any. . . . We were taken into a fort, and for three 
days were out in the open air in the cold. They then put us into an old kitchen, aud 
kept us there eight days. . . . Mr. Bowlby died the second day after wo ar- 
rived ; he died from maggots forming in his wrists. . . . His body remained for 
nearly three days, and the next day was thrown over the wall to be eaten by dogs 
and pigs. Next day the Frenchman died; he was wounded slightly on the head and 
hand, apparently by a sword. Magrots got into his cars. nose, and mouth, and be 
became insensiblo, . . . Two days after this Jawalla Sing (a Sikh) died; his 
hands burst from his rope wounds, maggots got into them and he died. Four days 
afterwards Phipps (King's Dragoon Guards) died; for ten days he encouraged us in 
every way he could, but one day his hands became swollen. like Mr. Anderson's, and 
Maggots were generated the ncxt—one maggot increased a thousand-fold in a day. 

No wonder the majority of the captives sank under these accu- 
mulated horrors, on which perhaps we have dwelt too long. Not 
however without an excuse, for, although much has been written 
about Chinese prisons and punishments, this is the only instance 
(as faras our knowledge goes) in which Englishmen have gone 
through so dreadful an ordeal, and lived to tell the tale. The 
constancy and fortitude exhibited by both Mr. Parkes and Mr. 
Loch was nothing short of heroic, and as far as we can judge 
from the necessarily imperfect accounts of the deaths of the other 
captives, they seem to have met their fate in a similar spirit; so 
that even this sad page in the history of our relations with China, 
dark as it is, reflects nothing but honour on the English name. 

What, on the other hand, shall be said of the Chinese Govern- 
ment? Or, rather, where shall we find words sufficiently strong to 
express our detestation of the part they played in this tragedy ? 
Certainly, they were consistent. From the commencement to the 
end of the chapter they showed themselves, as they are, and al- 
ways have been, base, cruel, and treacherous. Dead to all sense 
of honour or justice —every act a stratagem, every word a lic, every 
promise broken as soon as made—Lord Elgin soon found that to 
treat with them as with the Government of any civilised country 
was absolutely impossible. The subsequent experience of Sir F’. 
Bruce and Sir R. Alcock has fully confirmed this, and to those who 
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re not wilfully blind to facts, itis more patent than ever at the pre- 
sent time. The English Government of the present day is so blind. 
Taking for granted the truth of all Mr. Burlingame’s misrepre- 
sentations, they allow their imaginations to revel in a vision of 
a paternal (Chinese) Government, guileless and confiding, eager 
to embrace foreign civilisation, and plant “ shining crosses” every- 
where—longing, infact, to throw themselves into our arms, and 
only asking a little time to allow of their people becoming fami- 
liarised with the novelties of foreign intercourse. 

Lord Clarendon and his colleagues are apparently dazzled b 
this picture ; its reverse—the dark and terrible side portraye 
in Mr. Loch’s book—they will not see. Men who know the truth 
tell them again and again that it is the people, not the ruling 
classes, who would be our friends. They—the misgoverned, op- 
pressed, “squeezed,” Mandarin-ridden people—are ready snopes 
to welcome foreigners, and Englishmen above all foreigners, if only 
permitted to do so by their oppressors. Recent events have shown 
clearly enough, that while throwing dust in our eyes through the 
medium of Mr. Burlingame’s false flattery, the Government has 
been sedulously stirring up strife against us, making use of the 
literati to excite groundless animosity against foreigners. Repeated 
outrages are the result, yet those who direct our policy in Ching 
continue wilfully to ignore the truc cause of this state of affairs. 
We regret to note that in a concluding chapter on the future 
policy to be pursued towards China our author fully endorses the 
instructions transmitted by Lord Clarendon to Sir R. Alcock. This 
sedms to us a most “lame and impotent ” conclusion, for the whole 
tenor of his work, up to this point, seems to us to lead to 
a very different inference. It was entirely owing—as Mr. Loch 
carefully impresses on his readers—to Lord Elgin’s uncompro- 
mising determination that his Embassy was crowned with such 
satisfactory results; over and over again it was manifest that the 
least faltering or weakness of purpose wo:ld have been fatal. 
Now, we aro pursuing a “policy of conciliation ”—a policy, in 
fact, diametrically opposed to that of Lord Elgin. Does Mr. Loch 
wish us to believe that in ten short years—in the history of nations 
an almost infinitesimal space of time—the ruling party in Chine 
has so entirely changed its character as to justify a total reversal 
of our policy? Unless this is so, it is very diticult to reconcile 
the experiences on which his narrative is founded with the opin- 
ions expressed in the final chapter. Apart from this—which, from 
our point of view, we cannot help thinking a little inconsistent— 
we cannot too strongly recommend Mr. Loch’s work as one that 
should be carefully read by all who are interested either in the 
past or the future of our relations with China; and even those 
who have no such interests will, if they once open the volume, find 
it difficult to lay it down until the last page is reached.

The Donegal, screw line-of-battle ship, 800-horse power, has been 
commissioned at Portsmouth for special temporary service, by Capt. 
Hewitt, ¥.C., Flag-Captain to Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B. 
the successor to Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, KC.B., in the 
command of Her Majesty's ships on the Chinese and Japanese coasts. 
Sir Henry Kellett will fly his flag on board the present flagship on 
the station, the ironclad frigate Ocean. As announced in our iseue of 
the 22nd Oct. last, the Donegal will take out to China Captain Hewitt 
and the officers, marines, and seamen to form the new complement of 
the Ocean, under the flag of the new Commander-in-Chief, and will 
return to England manned by the officers and crew that have served 
in the Ocean under the flag of Sir Henry Keppel. She also takes out 
crews for the Rinaldo, Sylvia, and Zebra, and those now on board 
will return to England with the crew at present on board the Oocean- 
The Donegal will sail to-day, weather permitting.

THE “SPINDRIFT.” 

Waen a fine clipper ship, well appointed and manned, car- 
rying an experienced master and pilot, goes ashore on a clear, 
fine, moonlight night, sith the wind off the land, it would 
appear to ordinary ob: rvers that somebcdy must be to blame, 
and that there ough’ to be no difficulty in ascertaining the 
identity of the bla.able person or persons, and punishing 
them. But this, it seems, is quite a mistaken notion. The 
court cf inquiry that has been sitting at Greenwich to investi- 
gate the case of the Spindiift teaches us that under all these 
favourable conditions a noble ship may be destroyed— 
just because no one takes the trouble to keep her in 
her proper course—without anybody being held responsible. 
So startling and (to our, perhaps, ill-informed minds) so dan- 
gerous a theory ts this seems to require some explanation. 
The responsibility of the master, as far as the navigation of 
the vessel is conc: ned, is held to be entirely in abeyance so 
long as the pilot ix ~n board, unless the pilot should be plainly 
incompetent from \ntoxication jor other causes, and endan- 
ger the vessel, when it is incumbent on the master at once 
to resume charge. Clearly, therefore, a ship-master having 
a due sense of his responsibility, and of duty to his owners, 
would make it his business to keep a sharp eye on his pilot, 
so as to be sure that he was not in such a condition as to be 
inefficient. In the present instance there is very strong evi- 
dence against the sobriety of the pilot. The pilot says he was 
sober, and in full possession of his faculties ; but this is not 
evidence, it is the simple plea of “not guilty,” which might 
be expected. The master corroborates the statement, cer- 
tainly ; but, then, if the master admitted that the pilot was 
intoxicated, he would be charging himself with the loss of 
the ship, for in such a case it would have been his duty to 
interfere. The steward, on the other hand, gives strong cir- 
cumstantial evidence of a directly opposite tendency. Several 
times he saw the pilot drinking grog, and twice he found 
him vomiting ; while two seamen prove that he was warned 
of a light being on the wrong side, but took no notice of it. 
All this looks, tosay the least, very suspicious ; but a counter- 
charge of intoxication is brought against the steward to throw 
discredit on his statement, and—without seeking further evi- 
dence, without subjecting the pilot to any further examina. 
tion having special reference to the steward’s charges, without 
any vivd voce examination of the captain, who had simply put 
in a written statement—the Court accepted their assertions, 
and declared “ upon the evidence adduced,” the pilot must 
be considered to have been sober. This appears to us to be 
& most Jame and impotent conclusion. If he was sober how 
came he, a channel pilot of unquestioned experience, to run 
the vessel on shore when every circumstance of wind and 
weather was favourable? On the other hand, if we acquit 
him of the charge of intoxication he stands self-convicted of 
culpable negligence, for which, it is satisfactory to reflect, he 
is still amenable to another tribunal (the Trinity Board), 
whose action in the matter we await with much interest. 

Captain NUTSFORD apparently has no further ordeal to en- 
counter except that of public opinion. As far as the Board 
of Trade inquiry is concerned he stands acquitted. There 
was a duly qualified pilot in charge; that pilot was, in the 
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opinion of the Court (and how much we consider that worth 
has already been indicated) sober ; therefore the master was 
exonerated from all responsibility. This is tolerably intelli- 
gible, but what follows is not so clear :—‘‘ The Court, how- 
“ ever, deems it right to notice the fact, though it did not con- 
“ tribute to the loss of the vessel, that there was considerable 
“ laxity on board. No watches were set, and no orders what- 
“ ever seem to have been given by the master or chief mate. 
“ Everything seems to have been left to chance.” A vessel 
is unaccountably lost ; no immediate cause for her loss can 
be found ; it is shown that there was no order or discipline 
on board ; “everything was left to chance”—and yet it is 
held that this disgraceful state of things had nothing to 
do with the catastrophe! This Board of Trade inquiry, as 
far as its results are concerned, seems to have been nothing 
better than a solemn farce; it has, however, thrown some 
little light on what is undoubtedly a grave scandal, and one 
that English shipowners and underwriters are deeply con- 
cerned in. 








THE POST-OFFICE IN CHINA. 

Tue “ Report on Postal Agencies in China and Japan,” by 
Mr. F. W. Mrrcuevt, Postmaster-General of Hong Kong, 
which has lately been printed by order of the Hong Kong 
Government, is an interesting and instructive document. The 
English Post-offices at the principal ports in China and 
Japan are of a hybrid nature, being subordinate to the 
Hong Kong Post-office, and partly supported by the colony, 
while the Imperial Post-office also contributes to their 
maintenance ; and at all ports, except Shavghai and Yoko- 
hama, the postmaster is one of the assistants in the British 
Consulate. Such being their nature, it is not very wonderful 
that the Postmaster-General should have considered a perso- 
nal inspection of these branches desirable ; and this inspection 
has evidently been performed in a very careful, pains-taking 
manner, which cannot but result in a greatly-increased de- 
gree of efficiency. Most of the branches Mr. MircHett found 
very well managed ; Yokohama—one of the two places that 
support a special agent—being almost the only exception ; 
aud-by means of certain reforms inaugurated by Mr. Mir- 
CHELL where he found them needed, and a very precise and 
copious set of “Instructions for Post-office Agents,” since 
compiled by him for the guidance of those officers, there is. 
little doubt that such irregularities as have existed will for 
the future be avoided. Perhaps the most interesting section 
of the report is that relating to Foochow, at which port it 
seems there is a growing tendency to use Shanghai, rather 
than Hong Kong, asa medium for exchange transactions and 
other business, chiefly arising from the greater proximity of 
the former port, and the inconvenient time at which the steam- 
ers are despatched for the latter. To remedy this, Mr. Mit- 
CHELL proposes that a subsidy be offered to Messrs. DovGLas 
Lapralk and Co., the proprietors of the principal steamers 
on the line, on condition of their carrying the mails under 
the usual arrangements, and making the arrivals and depar- 
tures of their vessels assimilate with those of the English 
mails at Hong Kong. This seems to usa most desirable 
arrangement, and we hope to see it acted upon; the de- 
cision, however, does not rest with the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment, as the Imperial Post-office would have to bear & 
share of the proposed subsidy, and the consent of the Home 
Government must therefore be obtained. 


TuE Post-office department of the United States’ Govern- 
ment keeps a register of the time occupied in the trans- 
missicn of the mails between San Francisco and the chief 
eastern cities. The average time between New York and 
San Francisco is seven days two hours twenty-three minutes ; 
but frequeut trips have been made in less than six days and 
sixteen hours. It is intended to reduce the schedule time, 
so as to bring it down by half a day on the average. 





THE latest accounts from the Suez Canal report that the 
Peruvian, which had discharged more than half her cargo, got ‘ 
through to Suez in six days. The Babel had to lighten up 
to 16 feet 3 inches (or 5 metres) ; this was done at the ex- 
pense of the company into lighters. The underwriters do 
not look on the risk with any more favour, and in most cases 
charge even a higher rate thun round the Cape. They will 
not allow strauding in the Canal to be taken as an ordinary 
case of stranding. Vessels, however, continue to leave with 
cargoes for ports in India and China. 
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THE UPPER YANGTSZE. 

A Lona report has been adopted by the Bradford Chamber 
of Commerce on the subject of trade on the Upper Yang- 
tsze, together with a memorial from the Chamber to Lord 
CLARENDON, praying that measures may be adopted to afford 
access to these regions. This has formed the subject of 
a leading article in The Times, which as usual, while pro- 
fessing “not to have a word to say against the proposal,” 
throws cold water on it, and adopts the Chinese view entirely. 
We have so often combated the stale arguments adduced in 
support of this view that it would bea waste of time to go 
over the ground again. The final conclusion arrived at by 
the writer is, that by a long course of “ patience and forbear- 
ance” we must give the Chinese time to “find out their ad- 
vantage in the market we offer,” and that then they will be 
‘as anxious to buy as we to sell.” It is proverbial that 
nothing short of a surgical operation will get a joke into 
some people's heads, and it seems to be even more difficult to 
instil common sense into the brains of others. Of course it 
is hopeless to make a writer of this class understand that his 
arguments fall to the ground, because the Chinese, as a people, 
have long since found the advantage of our market, and 
already avail themselves of it ito as great an extent as a 
meddling, obstructive Government will let them; and be- 
cause they are already as eager to buy as we are to sell, if 
the said pig-headed Government would abolish its vexatious 
restrictions on such buying and selling, and cease to plunder 
both our merchants and their own by a dishonest system of 
“squeezes.” At an adjourned meeting of the Bradford 
Chamber, held on the 8th inst., the subject again came 
under discussion, and the chairman, Mr. Jacop BEHRENS, 
made some pertinent remarks protesting against the assump- 
tion that the Chamber wished to force our trade on China by 
tyrannical or oppressive measures, and showing that firmness 
in maintaining Treaty rights was necessary, because every 
omission to insist on them was regarded as an indication of 
weakneas, and subjected us to fresh injury and insult. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

For the twenty-ninth time the directors of this company 
have met their shareholders to report a year’s progress ; and 
considering all the adverse circumstances to be combated, 
the account they render must be pronounced a satisfactory 
one. The capital account shows a surplus of assets over lia- 
bilities of nearly £353,000; the revenue account shows a 
profit for the year which, after paying a dividend of six per 
cent., leaves over £7,000 to be carried forward ; and the un- 
derwriting account, after paying £90,300 for the Carnatic, 
still leaves a surplus of £18,600 to be added to the general 
reserve fund. Such is an outline of the present position of 
the company, while its prospects may be considered decidedly 
more encouraging than they have been for some years. Their 
present contract with the Post-office, it will be remembered, 
stipulates that whenever the profits of the year’s working 
shall not enable a dividend of six per cent. to be paid to the 
shareholders, the company shall be entitled to receive from 
Government such a sum as will make up the deficiency, pro- 
vided that it shall not exceed £100,000; whereas, should 
their dividends at any time exceed eight per cent., the 
Government is to receive one-fourth of such excess. It is 
needless to say that the condition of affairs provided for by 
this last stipulation has not yet been reached, but at any 
rate some steps have been taken towardsit. In 1867 (when 
the new contract had not yet come into operation), the share- 
holders received no dividend at all. In 1868, even with a 
large temporary increase of revenue arising out of the em- 
ployment of their vessels in the Abyssinian expedition, the 
directors were only enabled to pay six per cent. by claiming 
from Government the full proportion of their contribution in 
excess of the subsidy. Now, in 1869, we find that without 
any extraneous help, such as employment in the transport 
service, and without any aid from Government beyond the 
regular subsidy, they are enabled to pay six per cent., and 
carry forward a small surplus. These facts speak for them - 
selves. They not only show that under the careful manage- 
ment of the directors the position of the company is steadily 
improving, but also that the provisions of the new contract, 
involving a sort of partnership with the Government, were 
eminently wise and prudent. At the time it was entered 
into we were ata loss to understand the dissatisfaction which 
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was loudly expressed in certain quarters, aud which appeared 
to us utterly groundless and unreasonable ; and the course of 
events has entirely justified our view. 

With regard to the general efficiency of the company’s 
service, there is nothing left to be desired. Taking into con- 
sideration the wide-spreading organisation to be controlled, 
the gigantic dimensions and complicated nature of the ser- 
vice, it is a matter of surprise how so great an amount of 
regularity is achieved. It must be remembered that this is 
not a single line of communication, having Marseilles at one 
end, and some port in the Far Kast at the other ; if it were, 
no great praise would be due for the observance of punc- 
tuality. The P. and O. service, on the contrary, has two 
termini at this end, and, as it extends eastward, a number of 
branches and ramifications, all needing much careful ad- 
justment to bring them into an harmonious whole. At 
Galle, a point of convergence and divergence for three great 
trunk lines, the harbour accommodation is miserably inade- 
quate, and until the lately resolved-on improvements are 
completed this junction must continue to present great diffi- 
culty in working. We are glad to note that the Brindisi 
route is not neglected by the company, one of the directors 
being now engaged in an examination to ascertain how far 
it can be made available for their postal service. 

There is no room for doubting that the manner in which 
the service is carried on reflects the highest credit, not only 
on the managing directors, but on the agents abroad, and in 
fact all concerned. Of course, there is no company in exist- 
ence occupying so wide a field of operations, but we doubt if 
even any of those that approach the P. and 0. Company in 
dimensions are so uniformly well served by their agents and 
employés. The loss of the Carnatic is a sad drawback to the 
results of the year, but we must not forget that last year two 
vessels shared the same fate. We hope the ensuing twelve 
mouths may be exempt from any such disasters, and that the 
shareholders may then receive a yet higher dividend—no one 
will deny that they deserve it. 


FURTHER EXTENSION OF TELEGRAPHES TO THE 
EAST 


THE great system of direct submarine telegraphs to the 
East will very soon be extended to China. The Falmouth, 
Gibraltar, and Malta, the Anglo-Mediterranean, the British 
Indian, and the British Indian Extension Companies, have 
already combined to lay an unbroken series of cables from 
our own shores to the Straits Settlements, and the China 
Submarine Company now undertakes to continue that series 
to Saigon, Hong Kong, and Shanghai. Like its prede- 
cessor, this company is brought out under the auspices 
of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company, 
who will manufacture and lay the cables. The board of 
directors is exceedingly influential, comprising Mr. JoHN 
PenpER (chairman), Lord Witu1am Hay, Mr. Massey, 
Mr. J. H. Crawrorp, Mr. T. Farrsarrn, Lieut.-Colonel 
Giover, R.E., Mr. H. N. Lay (late Commissioner of 
Chinese Customs), and Mr. R. D. Sassoon. The required 
capital is £525,000, in 52,500 shares of £10, of which 
£100,000 will be taken in fully paid shares by the con- 
tractors, leaving for general subscription 42,500 shares, 
for which it will be necessary to pay a deposit of £1 
per share on application and £1 on allotment. The re- 
mainder of the instalments are spread over the period from- 
the Ist of July to the Ist of Nov., 1870. A contract has been en- 
tered into between this company and the Telegraph Construc- 
tion and Maintenance Company for the manufacture and lay- 
ing of the cable from the Straits of Malacca to Hong Kong for 
the sum of £508,000. The cable is to be shipped from England 
in 1870, and is to be completely laid by June in the follow- 
ing year. The second section, from Hong Kong to Shanghai, 
with intermediate stations at Amoy and Foochow, is to be com- 
menced as soon as the directors shall think it expedient, and 
is to be made and laid by the same company as the first, for 
the sum of £250,000, which will be raised by a second issue 
of shares. The cables are to be of similar type to that of the 
British-Indian Extension Telegraph Company, but will be 
considerably heavier, on account of the Jesser depth of water 
in which it is to be submerged. Satisfactory working arrange- 
ments have been entered into with the companies forming 
the other links in the system ; and with the enormous advan- 
tage of one organisation throughout, entirely in English 
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hands, the efficiency of the entire scheme, and consequently 


its success, cannot for a moment be doubted. An ultimate. 


extension of the line to Japan is intended. Arrangements 
are also in progress for the intended lines connecting Burmah, 
the Tenasserim Provinces, and Siam with Penang, 80 as to 
bring the traffic from those countries into the British Indian 
lines, In less than two years we shall have such a complete 
systen of communication with and between all important 
seats of trade in the East as will be really creditable to 
British enterprise. 


THE COOLIE TRADE FROM CHINA TO PERU. 

AN interesting paper with the above title was read by Mr. Y. 
J. Morrow, on the 28th ult., at a meeting of the Council of the 
Social Science Association. The question of the mortality on 
board Chinese coolie ships, the author justly observes, is not 
well understood in this country. The emigration of Chinese to 
San Francisco was conducted for years with an average mor- 
tality of less than one per cent. ; that to Australia with very 
little more, while that among the coolies shipped to British 
Guiana has been comparatively insignificant, though of course 
somewhat larger than in the first-mentioned cases, owing to the 
greater length of the voyage. The Peruvian trade presentsa 
horrible contrast to these statistics. The average mortality in 
it is set down at upwards of 25 per cent. ; in one case it reached 
55 per cent., and in another—doubtless the worst ever known, 
for anything worse is impossible—it is stated to have been 
100 per cent., only five coolies having been landed alive out 
of 300, and these died in hospital within a fortnight. Nor 
is this the full extent of the evil. Cruelty, excessive toil, in- 
sufficient food and clothing, loathsome diseases generated by 
the foul air and filth of the Guano diggings, make a life of 
hopeless misery always ending in premature death, even when 
not cut still shorter (as it oftenis) by suicide. In a very fairly 
written history of the traffic, from its commencement in 
1849, to its stoppage by Governor Souza’s recent prohibition, 
the author narrates these and many other iniquities that have 
characterised it. He shows, clearly enough (to use his own 
words), that this slave trade has been carried on “in open 
“defiance of the laws of China, and in utter disregard of 
“all national obligations; that an organised system of 
“shameless kidnapping and deception has been practised 
“on the coolies, who have been coerced or cajoled into emi- 
“grating thither; that the most barbarous and murderous 
“cruelties have been practiced on the victims of this system, 
“and that the destraction of probably 100,000 innocent lives 
“has been the result. I seek to show that the Peruvian Go- 
“vernment has been a party io this system of sanguinary 
“ fraud, partly through culpable apathy, . . . partly by placing 
“the matter in the hands of their guano contractor, who evi- 
“dently enjoyed a perfect immunity from the performance 
“of his share of the so-called coolie contracts; and still 
“more culpably in appointing a notorious man-stealer as 
“their Consnl.Geueral in China.” One other thing Mr. 
Morrow seeks to prove would, if the charge were sub- 
stantiated, reflect no little discredit on the Government 
of Hong Kong; it is that “after the coolie traffic to 
“Peru had been utterly stopped in China by the weight 
“ of ita notorious infamy, the Government of Hong Kong 
“lent, or were publicly supposed to lend, or appeared 
“to lend, the sanction of British support and protection to 
“a deliberate attempt made by the agent of the guano cun- 
“tractor to revive it.” The stringent provisions of the 
Chinese Passenger Act had prevented Hong Kong being 
used as a depot by the coolie contractors ; but Mr. Murrow 
states that very recently a ship under Belgian colours, called 
the Frederic, was loading coolies in Hong Kong for Peru, 
and that this was made possible by Governor MacDonnELL 
having, after some secret correspondence with the agent of 
the guano contractors, consented to relax the provisions of 
the Act, and instructed the Emigration officer to be “indul- 
gent” ia the execution of his duty, so that in the case of the 
Frederic the strict operation of the ordinance might be 
evaded. Mr. Murrow’s statements—and they are very plain 
and circumstantial—point to a grave scandal which will need 
prompt investiyation. Of course these statements present 
only one side of the question ; but they certainly call for a 
reply from the Goversxor, and this we look for with much 
interest, trusting that it will be in his power completely to 
refute the charge brought against him. 
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STRAITS AFFAIRS. 

A copy of a very important despatch from Sir Harry Orp, 
in which his Excellency replies to the various representa- 
tions made by the Straits Settlements Association to the 
Colonial Office, has been forwarded by Ear] GranvILLE to the 
Honorary Secretary of the Association ; and a meeting is to 
be held on Wednesday next to take it into consideration. The 
document and the reply to it will no doubt be published in 
due time, and will we hope mark another step in the progress 
of reform in the Government of Crown Colonies. It is gratify- 
ing, at any rate, to find that the present Chief of the Colonial 
Office evinoes a disposition to thoroughly investigate the al- 
leged causes of complaint ; and the Straits Association has al- 
ready evidenced the advantage to be gained by an influential 
body of colonists acting in this country as the representatives 
of a distant community of British subjects. Other Crown 
Colonies may learn a useful lesson from what has been 
achieved by this Association. We understaud that it is the 
intention of the Committee to seek another interview with 
Earl GRANVILLE on the subject of the finances, as they cannot 
agree with the statements of the Governor as to a surplus ; 
the half-million expected from India being illusory. The 
attention of Lord GRaNVILLE will be called to the sum re- 
mitted for the gunboat, which, as we stated in our issue of 
the 20th Sept., has not been even laid down. 


MR. ROSS BROWNE ON CHINA. 

Mr. Ross Browne has made an effort to counteract the 
effects of the persistent misrepreseutations by which it is 
sought to uphold the BuruinaamE policy, by a letter to the 
San Franciso News Letter. In this he combats the opinions 
of Mr. WapeE, who still holds to the belief that the governing 
party in China really wishes to initiate a policy of progress, 
by adducing those of Mr. Hart, as enunciated in a letter 
addressed to himself. Mr. Harr candidly admits that the 
Peking College has collapsed, and that the Foreign-office grows 
more illiberal every day ; and he siguificantly adds, “ I bave not 
ceased to warn Mr. BuruincaMe how far from making good 
his words are the Chinese.” Unfortunately these representa- 
tions are not likely to prove any great check on the 
fervid eloquence of Mr. BurLincaME. He goes on, and 
(in his own way) prospers. He has caught the Dutch Fo- 
reign Minister with the prospect of “ a largely increased 
trade,” just as he caught larger fish with the “sbining 
cross” bait ; what lure is he holding out to the Czar of all 
the Russias? Some political or territorial advantage over 
other Powers, no doubt, for he evidently exercises anice dis- 
crimination in his choice of inducements. At Berlin he is 
said to have been much gratified by the reception he met 
with. Besides a treaty of Commerce between China and 
Prussia, he is to conclude a treaty of amity, whereby China, 
so far as the North German Confederation is concerned, will 
be placed upon the footing of Christian nations, and this, it 
is said, will probably be concluded before the new year. We 
append the full text of Mr. Browns’s letter, as it cannot 
be too widely circulated :— 


The following telegraphic despatch, dated Washington, Oct. 30th, 
appears under the above heading in the Bulletin of Saturday :— 

“Mr. Wade, English Chargé d’Affaires to China, is reported to have 
said recently that J. Ross Browne was in error in stating that the Chi- 
nese made no progress. They recently established foreign affairs, pro- 
vided for the education of youth abroad, and this, with the appoint- 
ment of the Burlingame Mission, indicates considerable progress. 
Mr. Wade thinks all the Burlingame treaties will be ratified.”’ 

Like every despatch on the Chinese question, dated Washington, 
published aince my arrival here, the above is calculated to mislead the 
public. 

I have said, and I repeat it, that ifany progress has been made bythe 
Chinese since the reign of Kang-he, it has been under the influence of 
force or pressure. They have advanced whenever they have been com- 
pelled to do so, and not before. Mr. Wade says, according to the re- 
port; “They recently established foreign affairs.” Mr. Wade knows 
perfectly well that the foreign affairs of China were established by 
foreigners. The Chinese would gladly get rid of their “‘ foreign affuirs ” 
if they could. They had not ‘‘ provided for the education of youth 
abroad” up to the date of my departure from Peking, and I have good 
reason to believe that they have not done so since. Mr. Robert Hart, 
Inspector-General of Maritime Customs, admits “ the College has col- 
lapsed’’ (meaning the University of Peking) ; and ina letter received 
by last mail, informs me that he has “ not ceased to warn Mr. Bur- 
lingame how far from making good his worda are the Chinese.” He 
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farther says: The Yamen (foreign office) is more illiberal every day.’ 

I have reliable information, direct from Shanghai, to the effect that 

Dr. Martin, ‘‘ Professor of Political Economy and International Law | 
in the University of Peking "—an institution which does not exist, 

and never did—is going to make an effort to revive the project in ' 
another shape, viz., by trying to prevail upon the Chinese to send | 
pupils abroad. It has not yet been done, and, judging by past experi- | 
ence, it probably never will be done. 

Mr. Wade has been absent during the past three years in England, 
and knows nothing by personal observation about progress in China 
during that time. He is now on his way to Shanghai, via California, | 
having sailed by steamer of Oct. 4. It is very natural for Mr. Wade, 
in his present position, to think that ‘‘the appointment of the Bur- 
lingame Mission indicates considerable progress.” If he can convert 
anybody in China to his opinion, it may help the cause. It certainly 
pays better to think that than it does to know the contrary and prove it. 

As to the probability of “all the Burlingame treaties ” being ratified, 
I would like to know with what powera ‘‘all the treaties” have been 
made. So far as I have heard, and to the best of my belief, no treaty 
has yet been made, except with the United States. 

Permit me to express the belief that Chinese progress is in exactly 
the opposite direction to that intimated by Mr. Wade. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock says (Feb. 19, 1869) :— 

‘‘ Whatever may be the desire of the best friends of China and of 
foreign merchants to see her advance in the path of progress, and en- 
joy the increased prosperity which the adoption of the several improve- 
ments referred to would do so much to secure, I cannot feel justified, 
in the present aspect of affairs, in holding out any hopes of material 
modification in the policy or disposition of the Chinese Government 
in regard to telegraphs and other similar innovations on established 
customs.” 

Is there any sign of progress in this? Mr. Hart says in a recent 
letter to myself :— 

“ Leaving aside what has been said about Mr. Burlingame, the ad- 
dresees presented to you [by the American and British merchants of 
Shanghai] are reasonable, truthful matters of fact, and to the point. 
Your reply is a fair résumé of history and a just exposition of the situ- 
ation. I cannot see anything to disagree with.” 

Is progress indicated either in the addresses or in my reply ? 

The truth ie, Mr. Low is sent to China to represent as existing there 
that state of things which I am permitted to remain at home for prov- 
ing does not exist. If the friends of progress in Washington can suc- 
ceed in opening up China by means of such telegraphic despatches as 
that quoted, they will be entitled to the credit of having devised a very 
effective substitute for gunpowder. 

I think all such despatches ought to be transmitted to the Emperor 
of China.—Respectfully yours, J. Ross Brownx. 


In the Illustrated News of the 4th inst. we notice an en- 
graving aod description of the monument that has been 
erected in Calcutta to the memory of the late Lord Exain.

Of course Calcutta is the fitting 
place for a monument ; but, taking into consideration his 
varied and almost world-wide achievements, it seems to us 
that a niche in Westminster Abbey might be worthily filled 
with a statue or bust of the late earl. 


THE arrangements for laying the British Indian Telegraph 
Cable progress satisfactorily. The Great Eastern, according 
to last advices, had reached St. Vincent on the 19th, and was 
to leave for the Cape on the 25th Nov. The Chiltern was at 
Teneriffe on the 17th Nov.

GERMANY, &c. 
(#ROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamevrg, Dec. 8. 


The recent case of another piratical attack on a German merchant 
ship, the Apenrade, in the Chinese seas has shown the necessity of 
taking some steps for the protection of trade there. The German 
ships of war hitherto sent to China and Japan (the Arcona, Gazelle, 
and Vineta, and even the Medusa and the Nymph) were found to be 
too large and heavy, and with too great a draught of water to enable 
them to cope successfully with the pirates, and follow them up inte 
their almost inaccessible lurking-places. On the other hand, the gan- 
boats employed on this service were too emall and confined for the 
health of the officers and crews in a tropical climate. It has been, 
therefore, thought expedient to devise a new class of vessels, called 
steam-avisos, being something between a corvette and a gunboat, of a 
light draught of water, and roomy. The Prussian official organ, the 
Staats Anzeiger, of the 24th inst., contains the following announce- 
ment :—" For the protection of the German trade against pirates in 
the China seas the King has been pleased to give orders for the im- 
mediate construction of two steam-avisos, to be called the Nautilus 
and the Albatross. They will each be of 600 tons, with engines of 
150-horse power, and an armament consisting of two rifled twenty- 
four pounders and two rifled twelve-pounders. 


Mr. Koopmanschap, the Californian contractor for the delivery of 
Chinese coolies, has proposed to the North German Lloyd Company at 
Bremen to charter some of their steamers for the conveyance of Chinese, 
not from China to California direct, but via the Suez Canal to New Ore 
leans. The steamers are admirably adapted for the purpose, being 
built and fitted up for the conveyance of German emigrants from 
Bremen to New York, Baltimore, and New Orleans, and often carry 
over 900 to 1.000 in a single vessel ; but we understand that, as that 
branch of business is s0 remunerative, and they are, moreover, under 
contract with the different Governments to carry the German, French, 
ro United States mails every week, they were obliged to decline the 
offer. 


Mr. Burlingame and his Chinege companions appear to be continu- 
ally in motion and travelling about the Continent in the most pe- 
culiar zigzag fashion imaginable. Scarcely had they returned from 
Copenhagen and Stockholm than they turn up at the Hague. Last 
week they arrived at Berlin, ‘‘en route for St. Petersburg,” as it was 
stated with agreat flourish of trumpets, and are at present staying at 
the ‘‘ Grand Hotel de Rome” in that city; but the Berlin papers now 
announce that they are about to leave for Brussels, and will subse- 
quently go from thence to Ruasia. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Deo. 8. 


The members of the First Chamber met some days ago, and will dis 
cuss the India Budget, now under examination in the sections very soon. 
The question of the influence of the Suez Canal upon our trade with India 
is being earnestly discussed, and there is a great deal more paper ex- 
pended in the controversy than money in building steamers suitable 
for the new route. Indeed, absolutely nothing is heard with regard 
to any preject for establishing a direct line between Holland and India 
via the Canal, and the schemes for a steam line between our country 
and America seem likewise to have miscarried. In the meantime 
the papers continue to demonstrate, day after day, that it is the duty 
of our capitalists to back these enterprises, by which means alone can 
our depressed trade be revived. Amongst the new ideas put forward, 
is one to the effect that the Trading Company should establish jiliales 
at Trieste, where Java produce could be imported and gold. Undoubt- 
edly this suggestion will remain a pia rota. The Trading Company 
has seen its best days, and the endeavour to maintain its system of 
consignments by the means referred to would prove, in all probability, 
abortive. 

In the last number of the London and China Telegraph you made 
mention of a rumonr, spread by German newspapers, that negotiations 
were on foot between our Government and that of Prussia for the ces- 
sion of the Banda Islands to the North German Confederation. These 
on dits have been contradicted in the most positive manner. You 
will remember that for some years they have been periodically brought 
ou the ¢apis by German journalists. There is, however, much talk of 
the intention of our Government to get rid of our colony on the Weat 
Coast of Africa. In my last letter I spoke of the inauguration of a 
monument for 1813; I have now to add that the editor of the official 
journal, De Staats Courant, was invited to the banquet, in order to re- 
port the toasts, but was compelled to decline the invitation because 
the Minister of the Home Department had forbidden him to be present 
at the banquet. The Conservative paper, De Noord Star, terms this 
news ‘‘ incredible.” 


I stated in my last that Mr. J.C. van Licr, parliamentary reporter, 
had been appointed editor of the Bataviaasch [Jandelsblad, in the room 
of the late Mr. Lion. It, however, appears that this was not exactly the 
fact, Mr. Van Lier really proceeding to Batavia in order to take the 
place of Mr. L. W.C. Keuchenius, ex-editor of the Nieuw Bat. Han- 
delsblud. Mr. Van lier was for a long time private secretary of Mr. 
Van de Putte, ex-Minister of the Colonial Department. In a short 
time Messrs. J. Doornick, J. D. Rash, G. van der Jagt, C. Rash, and 
A. L. Clignett, will leave for Batavia, where they have been appointed 
judicial functionaries. 
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to Singapore, £23,800; to Shanghai, £1,980; total in gold, 
£43,585 ; in silver, £35,780. 

The Ceylon currency question is considered here to be practi- 
cally settled, and, in anticipation of the impending change, the 
banks connected with that colony are now sending out rupee notes 
instead of pound notes. 

The report of the Ceylon Company (Limited), to be presented 
on the 21st instant, recommends an interim dividend at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, and states that in Mauritius the pro- 
spects this year show a great improvement, while in Ceylon a 
period of injurious weather has been followed by a favourable 
change. 

In reference to the representations made by the residents in 
Ceylon for a reduction in the rates of premium on life insurance 
charged by the “Standard Insurance Office,” we understand it is 
the intention of the directors to adhere to their present tariff, 
which—considering the injury already inflicted by low rates—is 
the best course for the “ Standard” and for the assured.

THE ETHNOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 

Mr. Hyde Clarke wishes to state that his remarks on Mr. Gardner's 
paper went beyond the subject of the general study of comparative 
philology. He gives his support to Mr. Gardner's statement of the 
similarity of some of the Chinese early characters with hieroglyphic’ 
and the Semitic alphabets, and he algo referred to other examples of a 
similarkind. He did not, however, adhere to the conclusion that the 
other systema of signs and letters were derived from the Chinese, but 
rather believed that the Chinese, being a comparatively later people, 
adopted these and other elements of civilisation from some older people- 
He algo dissented from the assertion that a resemblance of some 
characters supports the theory of Mr. W. W. Hunter, that the Aryan 
languages are derived in some way from the Chinese. Traces of 
similarity may, he stated, be found even in languages so remote as 
English and Turkish, but these are not the results of immediate 
tvanslation. but of the identity of human thought under the like 
circomstances, or of derivation from some very remote source. 
Mr. Clarke considers, with Mr. Gardner, the Chinese to be of 
comparatively late settlement! in China, and fhe considers them in- 
trusive on an area formerly occupied or traversed by the Tamulo- 
Japanese, and perhaps before that by a ruder race, to which the Kam- 
chatdales in the north, and the Sours in the south belonged, and of 
which, perhaps, intermediate relics may yet be found among the hil) 


tribes of China. THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 


The annual meeting of shareholders in the P. and O. Company 
was held on Friday last, the 10th inst., when the twenty-ninth annual 
report of the directors was presented. James ALLEN, Esq. was in the 
chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was very sorry to say that Mr. Hadow, the 
chairman of the company, was suffering from a severe attack of bron- 
chitis. Three of their directors—Mr. Thornton, Mr. L’Estrange, and Mr. 
Melville—had gone to Egypt to represent the company at the opening of 
the Suez Canal. Mr. L’Estrange and Mr. Melville were now engaged in 
looking after the interests of the company in the East, and Mr. Thorn- 
ton in examining the Brindisi route, to see how far it could be made 
available for the postal service. He was sorry to say that Mr. Howell, 
their excellent secretary, was absent in consequence of the death of his 
only child. 

Mr. Hii then read the notice convening the meeting. The report, 
an abstract of which appears below was taken as read. 


The CHarrMan, in moving the adoption of the report, said the re- 
venue had improved considerably, but the expenditure had somewhat 
increased. Their ships had conveyed £3,000,000 of specie from Aus- 
tralia in the past year. They had carried £1,336,000 of the specie out 
and home, against £1,061,000 in the previous year. They had used 
up nearly all the expensive coal sent out during the Abyssinian Ex- 
pedition, and had been lately able to obtain coal at a much cheaper 
rate than during last year. When the expensive coals were used up 
and the cheaper coals came into operation the net returns would look 
better. An effort had been made to utilise the native coal at 
Calcutta by mixing it with |English coal. An experiment was 
tried at Calcutta with the mixed coal, and satisfactory results were 
obtained. He hoped they would be able to get the native coal 
delivered at Calcutta at a chcaper rate than they had paid for it, 
and the Welsh coal also, so that the average cost per ton of coals 
might be considerably reduced in future. Although the Suez Canal was 
open, their ships must still go to Alexandria, because in all probability 
passengers would still go by rail. They were not unmindful of the 
advantages of the Canal, and would use it if possible for the benefit of 
the proprietors. He might mention that the silk traffichad been very 
satiefactory,’and that the company had carried ninety per cent. of the 
whole of the silk traffic from China to Europe. The freights were 
keeping up remarkably well. They carried a great deal, although 
they did not get much for it; but it was satisfactory to know that it 
was on the increase. 

The Hon. H. Tracy, M.P., seconded the motion for the adoption of 
the report. He wonld have been pleased to see a larger dividend than 
6 per cent., and a larger increase in the reserve fund ; but when they 
considered the tremendous competition which the company was under- 
going he thought they must consider the operations of the year 
satisfactory. In his opinion the reserve fund ought to amount to 
£500,000. It was very satisfactory that the postal service had been 
so well performed, and with perfect regularity. 

Mr. Guippon enid he did not consider the operations go satisfactory. 
It was true the receipts had increased by £73,000, but the expenses 
had increased by £76,000. The capital had increased, and the dividend 
had diminished. Since 1858 the capital had increased by £1,500,000, 
and they had to pay dividend on that extra capital, and he thought, 
therefore, that the extension of capital had been carried to the utmoat 
limit. The value of the stock of ships was in 1858 £1,886,000, but 
now it was £2,948,000. The tonnage of the ships at the former period 
was £23 per ton, but now it was £30 a ton; so that if the ships had 
not increased in value, the outlay of the additional £700,000 was not 
profitably expended. It was not satsfactory to see the working ex- 
penses increase and the dividend diminish. 

Mr. Jonzs said he considered the report satisfactory. With a de- 
pression of trade they had increased the receipta, and therefore the 
directors must have done something to look up freight. In the face of 
the competition it was a great matter for the company to increase their 
income by £500,000 in the year. 

Mr. Murray considered the coal question one of the most impor- 
tant for the company. Everything that reduced the consumption of 
coal, or the cost of it, would add to their dividend. They had per- 
chascd 282,000 tons of coal this year, and onlyj1s. a ton upon that amount

The annual meeting of the P. and 0. Company was held on the 
10th inst., and the directors’ report was adopted with many ex- 
pressions of satisfaction. The meeting, the report, and the general 
position of the company are fully noticed in another part of our 
paper. 

The prospectus has been issued of the China Submarine Tele- 
graph Company (Limited), to complete the communications with 
the East already in progress. The proposed capital is £525,000, 
in shares of £10, and its first operation will be to lay a cable of 
1,640 miles from the Straits of Malacca to Hong Kong, with an 
intermediate station at Saigon. The scheme is more fully noticed 
in our leader columns. 

The Times announces that an exclusive concession has been 
granted by the Spanish Government to Messrs. Graham and Hean, 
of London, for forty ycars, for a submarine cable from Manila to 
Hong Kon; and Singapore, and for a telegraph system for the whole 
of the intemtor of the island of Luzon ; also for all the communica- 
tions from the island of Luzon to the whole of the other Spanish 
possessions in the Philippine Islands. 

Messrs. Samuel, Montagu, and Co. received on the 6th in- 
stant subscriptions fur a Dutch Indian Railway Loan of £398,300 
(the balance of eleven millions of florins), in bonds, to be 
issued at £77 11s. per 1,000 florins—or £84 15s.—-and bearing 
interest at the rate of 4} per cent. Reckoning the value of the 
reimbursement at par, the investment will yield nearly 5} per 
cent. The remainder of the loan, with the exception of two mil- 
lion florins reserved by the Dutch Government for conversion, has 
been allotted in Holland and Belgium. The object of this loan is 
to complete the necessary funds for finishing certain lines of rail- 
way in Java, and for converting the Four and a Half per Cent. 
Obligations, issued by the company in 1867. Interest and redemp- 
tion of the bonds at par are guaranteed by the Dutch Home Go- 
vernment, go that the security will rank next toa Netherland, 
State loan.

Tenders for £387,500 in bills on India were received on the 1st 
inst. at the Bank of England.

The minimum price 
was fixed as before, viz., at 1s. 11d. on Calcutta and Madras. 
Tenders on those presidencies at 1s, 114d. will receive about 17 per 
cent. ; above that price in full.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT. 

‘¢The Bombay, withdrawn for repairs at the date of the half-yearly 
report, having received new boilers and been otherwise completely re- 
fited, is again in active service. The Hindostan, which was launched 
in June, has been completed, and after a satisfactory trial in the Chan- 
nel, was despatched to Calcutta via the Cape of Good Hope, on the 3rd 
vlt. Rapid progress has been made in the new ship contracted for 
wit Mesars. Caird and Co., of Greenock. This vessel has been named 
the Australia. The directors have issued invitations for tenders for 
two new vessels of about 3,000 tons each, which are to combine the 
speed and other requirements of the mail and passenger services, with 
a large capacity for the conveyance of cargo. The Sultan and Indus 
(sailing ship) have been sold, the former in China, and the latter in 
this country. 

“The directors have a very painful duty to perform in recording the 
wreck of the Carnatic, and they deeply regret that this casualty was 
attended by the loss of life. The Carnatic ran upon & reef near the 
entrance to the Gulf of Suez, at 1.30 a.M., on the 13th of September, 
and unhappily slipped down into deeper water while the passengers and 
crew were in the act of embarking in the boats on the morning of the 
following day. The evidence taken at the Court of Inquiry, which was 
held at Greenwich on the 23rd to the 25th ult., and fully reported in 
the newspapers, will have placed the proprietors in possession of all 
the particulars of this distressing event. 

“The company was represented by three members of the board at 
the recent ceremonials in Egypt in connection with this great work, 
and one of its steamers, the Delta, proceded up the Canal as far as 
Jemailia. The directors are careful to keep themselves supplied with 
the best information on all points relating to the Canal ; and the pro- 
prietors may feel assured, that whenever it may be for the advantage 
ofthe company to make use of it, the opportunity will not be neglected. 

‘Phe unfortunate loss of the Carnatic has created a charge to the 
underwriting account of £90,300, and the company’s contribution to 
the general average consequent on the grounding of the Surat in 1867 
bas turned out to be jarger than was estimated when the accounts for 
1868 were made up, and the sum of £9,411 128. 1d. has to be debited 
to this year’s account. These charges, with a smaller contribution to 
@ general average on the Candia, absorb £101,392 17s. 10d. of the 
annual premium on the estimated value of the floating property of 
the company, namely, £120,000, and the balance, £18,607 2s. 2d. has, 
bzen carried to the general reserve fund 

“The share capital of the company stands at the same amount as at 
the date of the last annual report, namely, £2,700,000, leaving £800,000 
available, and it may be convenient to the proprietors to know that no 
call is likely to be made during the next twelve months. The amount 
borrowed on debentures is £799,000, and those which fall due from 
time to time are readily renewed at 4} per cent. 

“The operations of the year may, on the whole, be considered satis- 
factory. In the last annual report the proprietors were reminded that 
in 1867 there was a heavy loss, and that a considerable portion of the 
profits available for dividend in 1868 was due to the Abyssinian expe- 
dition. The balance at the credit of the profit and loss account this 
year is only enhanced to a trifling extent by the winding-up of the ac- 
counts for the transport service, and the available profit arises, there- 
fore, chiefly from ordinary sources of revenue. 

“The directors have now to recommend a dividend of three per cent., 
free of income-tax, for the six months ending 30th September last, 
making, with that declared in June, six per cent. per annum. The 
warrants will be issued on the 28th inst. 


The interval has again been characterised by the absence of any ma- 
terial change in the market for Ceylon.

CASUALTIES. 

The master, Johnson, of the ship Kenilworth, from Hartlepool, to 
Galle, which stranded at Gurnard, Nov. 20, and was subsequently got 
off, has reported that the ship's bottom had been examined by divers 
without the discovery of any important damage, and that he would re- 
ship the part of the cargo (coals) discharge:| and proceed. 


The followiing telegram, dated Nov. 17, has been received from 
Galle :—‘ Inarime, Ivey, Foochow to London, wrecked China Seas.” 


Advices from Amsterdam, dated Nov. 23, state that the Senior, van 
Det, from Batavia to that port, which put into Mauritius, Oct. 19, 
leaky, and with damage, would have to discharge. 


The Glance, Imprevry, which sailed from Sunderland, Nov. 17, for 
Galle, put into Plymouth Sound, Nov. 23, in tow, with part of crew 
refusing to proceed, but sailed again Nov. 29. 


The Citadel, Stewart, from Cronstadt to the Amoor River, with rye, 
flour, &c., caught fire off Christiania, and was scuttled. 

The Australie, Lucas, from Amsterdam to Batavia, was in collision 
Dec. 2, whilst going out of the Nieawe Diep, but only sustained slight 
damage, and proceeded. 

Advices from Rotterdam, dated Dec. 4, state that the Cornelis Smit, 
Wiedenaer, from Batavia, which arrived at Helvoet, Dec. 3, had been 
thrown on her beam ends during a hurricane off the Cape of Good Hope, 
when she sprung a leak, lost sails and part of copper; she pumped up 
much sugar, and it was feared that the cargo would be seriously damaged. 
The steam pumps were continually kept going, which rendered it unneces- 
sary to put into any port. 

The Kortenaar (Dutch ship), from Java, got aground near Oude Fonge, 
on her way from Brouwershaven to Helvoet, but was got afloat with the 
assistance of tugs and lighters; she lost much copper and sustained other 
damage. 


The Jupiter, Kiewit, from Batavia to Amsterdam, stranded on the Zuid_ 
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wall, whilst entering the harbour at Texel, but was towed off and arrived 
at Nieuwe Dieppe, Dec. 8, without any apparent damage. 

The Wyk aan Zee, De Looper, from Amsterdam to Batavia, put into 
Vigo. Nov. 28, with damage, having been in collision.

The Catherine, Fokkes, from Hamburg to Shanghai, put into Rams- 
gate, Nov. 29, with crew sick, but sailed thence Dec. 5 for her destination. 

At Gibraltar, Dec. 8, Rocket (str.), from Shields for Shanghai. 

At Port Said, Nov. 19, Viajante, Gonsalves, from Lisbon, for Macao. 

The Mexsageries Imperiales str. Thabor, for Japan, arrived at Suez Nov. 
19, having passed through the Canal. 

The Hunze (schooner), of Rotterdam, for Bangkok, slipped from an 
anchor and fifteen fathoms of chain, off Broadstairs. 


Satvep Carco ex ‘“ SpinpriFt.”-—A large portion of the storesand 
materials, including all the copper sheathing out of water, besides many 
packages of cargo, have been recovered from the Spindrift, wrecked 
off Dungeness ; the latest report states that her fore and mizen masts 
were still standing. The first salvage sale is advertised to take place 
on the 15th inst. 





THE ‘ EASTERN ISLES.” 


In our issue of the 25th October we reported the launch of the 
Eastern Isles, a steamer for the China and Japan trade. This vessel 
was built by Messrs. A. M'Millan and Son, Dumbarton. and her dimen- 
sions are :—Length, 170 ft.; breadth, 254 ft.; depth, 20 ft.; registered 
tonnage, 600. She is built on the composite principle, with iron topsides 
and copper bottom, and is classed A 1 at Lloyd's for sixteen years. Her 
saloon and cabin accommodation—of a very elegant and supcrior kind 
—is designed for about thirty first-class passengers, and there is ample 
accommodation forward for steerage passengers and the crew. The 
ship has been engined by Messra. John and James Thomson, Finnies- 
ton Engine Works, Glasgow, this being the maiden effort of that firm. 
The engines are on the compound principle, the diameter of the cylin- 
der being on the high pressure 26}, and on the low pressure 46 inches, 
by 2 feet 9 inches stroke, with surface condensers of large cooling 
surface, and circulating water and air pumps worked horizontally. 
The boilers, two in number, are 10 ft. 6 in. diameter, and 8 ft. 6 in. in 
length, having two furnaces of 3 ft. 3in. diameter. The working pressure 
of each steam is 60 Ibs. On the 27th ult. the steamer made a satisfactory 
trial trip. Leaving the Gareloch, where she had lain from the previ- 
ous evening, for the purpose of adjusting her compasses, she proceeded 
down the river, attaining in the passage a speed of about ten knots, 
notwithstanding that she was in indifferent trim, being two inches by 
the head, with her propeller fully eighteen inches out of the water. 
The consumption of fuel was found to be within five hundred weight 
per hour, being three hundred weight less than the quantity stipulated 
for in the contract. The engines attained a speed of ninety revolutions 
per minute. The Eastern Isles has left the Clyde for China and 
Japan, under the command of Captain Knight.
